' Galveston, Tex., Sept. 13.—[Special.]— 
Death and disaster by flood and storm swept 
the Texas coast last night. The towns of 
Port Arthur, Sabine Pass, and Sabine were 
inundated. The estimates o: deaths in those 
places vary from eight to forty. The towns 
named are cut off from railroad communica- 
tion because of the flood, and from tele- 
graphic communication by reason of the 
blowing down of the wires. Relief trains 
have been sent from Beaumont, but up to 
a late hour this evening they were unable 
to reach the scene of the disaster. To 
the west of Sabine the towns and ranches 
and farms along the coast for forty miles 
have been devastated. In the Town of Winnie 
only two houses remain standing. To the 
south of Galveston there is known to have 
been a great rise in the water as far as 
Corpus Christ, but communication is cut 
off, and no news has been received. Gal- 
veston, lucky as usual, escaped without 
trouble. .

To'get a comprehensive understanding of. 


the geography of the country. 
‘The ends of Sabine, Port Arthur, and Sa- 
bine Paas are in Jefferson County, the south- 
easternmost county in Texas. The entire 
county is practically low prairie. The towns 
of Sabine and of Sabine Pass are on the 
benks of a short, deep stream that connects 
Sabine Lake with the gulf. Port Arthur is 
on the west bank of Sabine Lake. Sabine 
Lake is fifteen miles long, about five miles 
wide, and is fed by the two large rivers, 
the Sabine and the Neches. The lake is 
shallow, being generally from five to eight 
feet deep, atid the land bordering upon it 
has little elevation. 


Storm Brews for Two Days. 
For two days, Friday and Saturday, the 
wind had been plowing heavily from the 
southwest, driving the waters of the gulf 
up into the lake and its estuaries. On Sun- 
day this southwest wind increased to a 
gale and the water poured in from the sea 
at a great rate. Suddenly last night the 
wind swung around to the north and de- 
veloped into one of the fiercest blows that 
has been experienced hereabouts in years. 
The winds whipped the waters back from the 
rivers and drove them toward the lake, and 
jhe waters of the lake were driven against 
the waters that were rushing in from the 
gulf. The meeting of these two great forces 
of water made a bank of water which had 
to find an outlet. Unable to stay within 
the natural channels the waters broke out 
over the lands and swept along in mighty 
Waves. Wherever these great, angry waves 
met an obstacle it was washed aside as if 
it were of paper. Within a few hours the 
_ level of the waters in the territory within a 
Tadius of six miles of Sabine Pass had risen 
eightf eet. 
: Terrors of the Situation. 
' To add to the Aerrors of the situation, it 
rained in torrents. ‘I'he force of the wind 
was ip itself sufficient to dismantieany [rail 


Babine, Sabine Pass, and ort Arthur, were 
practically in a trap, threatened from within 
and without. Wreck and devastation were 
being wrought by the wind and death by 
drowning was in the fiocd.

BUCKET SHOP FIRM GOES DOWN 


Reserve Commission Company Fails, Entailing a Loss of Nearly 
$500,000— Most of the Unfortunates Live Outside 
Chicago— Milwaukee Hit Hardest. 


Those adventurous speculators who have 
placed their faith in bucket-shops received 
a stunning blow to their traditional trustfu!- 
ness yesterday in the big failure of the Re- 
serve Commission company of this city, 
which suddenly “lay down” upon its lia- 
bilities to the extent of nearly half a million 
dollars. 

This failure, if the closing of an establish- 
ment of this character may be called a fail- 
ure, will cause the immediate death of a 
number of smaller bucket-shops throughout 
the central part of the United States, for 
while the Chicago business of the company 
was limited it had dealings with scores of 
petty ‘“ brokers’’ in St. Louis, Milwaukee, 
Indianapolis, Cincinnati, Des Moines, Gales- 
burg, lowa City, Oskaloosa, Avoca, and 
Grinnell, and such towns as far east as 
Pittsburg. It is estimated that the losses 
in Milwaukee alone will aggregate $50,000. 


Succeeded Viall & Co. 


The company recently succeeded to the 
bucket-shop business of C. C. Viall & Co., 
and the correspondents of Viall’s concern 
who were not sharp enough to take a broad 
hint when the style of the company was 
changed are now estimating their losses. 
They find that they have made a big invest- 
ment in experience. 

The commission company is credited with 
having done the most extensive bucket-shop 
business on the private wire order in the 
West. It had correspondents on something 
like 10,000 miles of wire, and the fact that it 
had from fifteeh to eighteen telegraph oper- 
ators will give some idea of the extent ofits 
business. 

Most of the people who will lose by the 
failure are from out of town points and it is 
safe to say that 50 per cent of them under- 
stood fully the nature of the business car- 
ried on by the Reserve Commission cum- 
pany. 

Cc. C. Viall & Co. was among the firms in- 
dicted some months ago on bucket-shop 
charges, and, according to John Hill Jr., they 
made no defense, put paid a fine, which, 
compared with the volume of business done 
by them, was merely nominal. This suit and 
a civil suit brought more recently to recover 
a considerable amount of money lost through 
the concern was the occasion of the change 
of style. Changes of style in bucket-shop 
firms in Chicago and elsewhere are so com- 
mon, however, for reasons best known to 
themselves, that little attention was paid to 
it. 

C. C.Viall is supposed to have made over 
$500,000 in the bucket-shop business within 
three or four years and since a similar fail- 
ure in Cleveland some six years ago. The 
change to the Reserve Commission company 
seems to have been a precautionary move to 
put a stop loss order on his rapidly acquired 
fortune. 


Secretary Johnson Not Sad. 


The only member of the defunct company 
who could be found at his home last night 
was the Secretary, W. L. Johnson, who 
lives in a handsome residence at 3241 Grove- 
land avenue. He was in a remarkably hap- 
py frame of mind for a man who had just 
lost his all. — 

‘* What was the cause of the failure?’’ he 
was esked. 

“* O, you see everything was going up, and 
our correspondents were all decidedly bull- 
ish. You see when one continues to pay out 
end pay out without taking in anything the 
end must come. You can’t get milk out ofa 
stone.”’ 

‘“‘ What are the estimated liabilities?’’ 

-“ Well,” said Mr. Johnson, refiectively, ‘* It 
would be hardly fair to guess at them. I 
have no idea. They are about one-tenth 
what people think they are.”’ 

‘“‘ Was it an assignment?’’ 

“QO, no,” answered the secretary of the 
bucket shop, ** Just a plain, ordinary closing 
down.”’ 

Anticipates Ne Trouble. 

“Do you anticipate trouble from any of 
the principal losers? ’”’ 

** None whatever,’ was the answer, “‘ our 
customers fully understand the nature of 
the business and they take the matter cool- 
ly. There will be no trouble.’’ 

** Who are the principal losers? ”’ 

** We do no business with individuals, but 
exclusively with brokers.”’ 

“* Who are these brokers?” — 

“Of the greatest losers are two in St. 
Louis, two in Milwaukee, one in Des Moines, 
and two in this city.’’ 

** Who are the Chicago people? ’”’ 

** Hodgkins & Co. and Daniels & Co.”’ 

** What is the amount of their losses? "’ 

‘*T really can’t say; I haven't the figures 
in my mind.”’ 

*“* Who were the members of the company, 
Mr. Johnson?” 

** Besides myself there was A. H. Holmes, 
R. B. Evans, Joseph Breen, and H. V. Ire- 
dell.’’ 

The Reserve Commission company was 
organized with $100,000 capital, the incor- 
porators and stockholders being, with per- 
haps one exception, the employés of the 
old company. At the offices of the company 
in the Rialto Building, which, with the ex- 
ception of a single clerk, were deserted, the 
officers of the corporation were given as 
follows:

Treasurer—R. B. Evans. 


Liabilities Will Be Greater- 


One of the out of town people who hag 
been using the Viall private wire and who 
was in town yesterday trying to make new 
arrangements, expressed the opinion that 
the liabilities at the last count would exceed 
the liability as limited by the Mcorporation. 
His idea was that there would be twenty- 
five or thirty failures as a sequel if the shut- 
ting down of a bucket-shop be considered a 
failure. 

That most of the losers were of the out of 
town people, either out of town bucket-shop 
keepers or their customers, is due to the 
fact that the Reserve Commission company 
has not made much direct effort for local 
business. The old Viall company had a 
ground floor office in Pacific avenue opposite 
the Board of Trade, but this office has not 
been maintained by the Reserve Commission 
company. 

Some Regular Feeders. 

It has had some feeders, however, in the 
shape of three or four concerns, who have 
ostensibly done a regular commission house 
business. One of these concerns is con- 
trolled by a nephew of a Chicago man who 


has been prominent in iron circles. The 


office of the Reserve Commission company 
has been managed by “ Jack’”’ Breen, who 
was a telegraph operator for the Viall com+* 
pany. The private wires of the concern run 
to a number of points in the Central and 


Western States, with loops and relaps to, 


dozens of places of minor importance. 
There is a private wire to Cincinnati, one to 
Indianapolis, three to St. Louis, one to Bur- 
lington, one to Milwaukee, and at least one 
to the Northwestern cities, and one to Kan- 
gas, which is relayed through into Texas 


local people and in all probability the firms 
dealing with the Reserve Commission com- 
pany, and rumor credits two who may 
come in for Board of Trade discipline, have 
recognized that they were playing with fire 
and have let no accounts run over night. 
Milwaukee Losses $50,000. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Sept. 13.—[Special.]— 
Milwaukee speculators have been bulling 
the market continually ever since it began 
to show signs of advancing, and long be- 
fore. In the last month the Milwaukee play- 
ers have received in profits from the Reserve 
Commission comftany about $100,000, and 
when the suspension was announced today 
there were open accounts on the books of 
F. 8. Illsley & Co., the local agents of the 
concern, which showed that the company 
is still in the debt of the local specuiators 
to the amount of $50,000. Wilson & Co. 
were also correspondents of the defunct 
firm, but the manager of this house could not 
be found tonight. The accounts of this 
office are not very heavy, however, and the 
losses to the Milwaukee operators will hard- 
ly be more than $50,000. 

The office of F. 8. Illsley, where the bulk 
of the business was done, was the best pat- 
ronized ._bucket-shop in Milwaukee, and 
numbered among its customers some of the 


best men and heaviest speculators in the. 


city. 

The first suspicion that was aroused 
here against the firm was last Wednesday, 
when F. 8. Ilisley & Co. received from the 
company an unsigned check to cover the 
losses on deals which had been closed out 
the day previous and which was for over 
$3,000. This was regarded as “‘ queer,’’ but 
as the commission company when its atten- 
tion was called to the matter immediately 
deposited the amount in the First National 
Bank of Chicago to the credit of the Mil- 
waukee house it was simply regarded asa 
mistake. 


St. Louis Firms Lose $10,000. 

St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 13.—[ Special. }—Sev- 
eral local concerns were caught in the Re- 
serve Commission company faliure at Chi- 
cago. F. P. Carleton & Co., T. I. Herbel, 
and W. Mulford & Co. were the firm’s corre- 
spondents here, and together were caught 
for about $10,000. 


Indianapolis Men Caught. 
Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 13.—[{Special.]— 
The failure of the Reserve Commission com- 


‘pany caught the commission firm of Roberts 


& Co., today for less than $1,000, which John 
Roberts made good to his customers here. 
A number of people throughout the State are 
said to have been caughtin the failure. Itis 
not believed here that the Ohicago firm has 
lost any money by its failure. _ 


Galesburg Also Loses. 
Galesburg, Ill., Sept. 13.—[(Special.]—The 
information of the failure of the Reserve 
Commission company of Chicago created a 
flutter today among the Galesburg specula- 
tors who have been dealing through it. A 


few weeks ago A. J. Copeland, who managed | 


the Galesburg office, absconded, leaving the 
local buyers $1,000 or more short, Cope- 
land's agency was then assumed by W. A. 
Fraser. Mr. Fraser had an idea Saturday

Small Loss at Iowa City. 

Iowa City, Ia., Sept. 13.—[Specia!.]—The 
local Board of Trade has been doing busi- 
ness with the Reserve Commission company 
continuously, the volume of trade ranging 
from $300 to $1,500 weekly. On Saturday 
all deals but two were closed. Margins 
amounting to $150 covering these were de- 
posited in a local bank to the Reserve com- 
pany’s credit: When the message announc- 
ing the failure arrived today J. H. McManus, 
manager of the local board, secured a writ 
of attachment in local courts and thus saved 
himself and his patrons the small amount 
in jeopardy. 


Oskaloosa Leses $275. 

Oskaloosa, Ia., Sept. 13.—[Special.]—C. E. 
Giles was operating a commission business 
in this city through the Reserve Commis- 
sion company, having a direct wire to the 
Chicago office. He has been doing a small 
business lately, and gains and losses through 
the house had been light for Oskaloosa op- 
erators and the effect of the failure will not 
be materially felt. C. E. Giles filed notice 
of suit in the District Court against the Re- 
serve Commission company, claiming the 
sum of $275. 


BIG SCANDAL IN THE ARMY | 


CAPTAIN CARTER ACCUSED OF DE- 
FAULTING FOR $1,000,000. 


Military Attache at the United States 
Embassy at Lendon Recalled to 
Washington to Answer to Charge 
of Misappropriating Funds While 
in Charge of Engineering Work in 
the South—One of the Most Promi- 


ment Officers in the Army. 
f 


New York, Sept. 13.—[Special.]—A special 
from Washington says although the most 
strenuous efforts have been made to sup- 
press the matter a court-martial will within 
the next few weeks be ordered for the trial 
of Captain Oberlin M. Carter, at present 
military attaché of the United States Em- 
bassy in London, on the charge of discrep- 
ancies in his accounts as engineer officer 
while for some time stationed at Savannah, 
Ga. 

The discrepancy is sald to amount to 
nearly $1,000,000. 

Captain Carter was ordered home by cable 
and reported today at the War department. 
The Secretary of War is now considering 
the composition of a court of thirteen offi- 


} cers which is to try him for his commission. 


Ihe case assumes unusual interest on ac- 
count of the prominence of the Officer con- 
cerned. Captain Carter, as are all members 
of the Corps of Engineers, is a graduate of 
the military academy, commissioned in 1s8u 
as. a Second Lieutenant of Engineers, 
reached his First Lieutenancy in 1582, and 
his Captaincy in 18¥1l. He graduated among 
the very first of his class at West rointand 
has held important and responsibie positions 
ever since. 


In Charge of Important Works. 


Prior to being detailed as military attaché 
at London he was in charge of the defensive 
works on Savannah River and Cumberland 
Sourd in Georgia and Florida, and in charge 
of the improvement of the harbors at Sa- 
vannah, ‘Brunswick, and Darien, Ga.; of 
Cumberland Sound, Savannah, and other 
rivers adjoining, and the inside route be- 
tween Savannah, Ga., and Fernandina, Fla. 
He had in charge the supervision of the re- 
pairs to the bridge across the Savannah 
River and the construction of the bridge 
across the Oconee River, Georgia, and he is 
now a member of the Board of Engineer Of- 
ficers to reconsider the project for the im- 
provement of Pensacola Harbor in Florida. 

It is in connection with the government 
works around Savannah that the irregulari- 
ties are said to have taken place. The de- 
tails have not yet been made public. When 
Captain Carter left Savannah there were 
loud protests from the citizens against his 
change of station, and complimentary reso- 
lutions were passed upon his efficiency while 
in charge of the defensive works and public 
improvements at that and adjacent points. 

His efficiency and popularity, joined to 
some political pull, secured him the glilt- 
edged detail at the United States Embassy 
to the court of St. James at London. After 
taking station at the British capital he was 
appointed the United States delegate to the 
international conference at Stockholm, held 
from Aug. 23 to 25 of the present year, and 
he was giver the crowning honoref.appoint- 
ment as the engineer gg, the Nicgra- 
guan Canal commie.

The alleged discovery of thé serious dis- 
crepancies in Captain Carter’s accounts as 
disbursing officer at Savannah has spread 
consternation among the corps of engineers.

Its members are invariably selected from 
the few leaders, generally limited to the first 
five of the graduation class at West Point. 
Their stations are the most desirable ‘n the 
service and. their duties contined either to 
the supervision of river and harbor improve- 
ments and defenses or stations at the mili- 
tary headquarters. Under their @irection 
are annually disbursed millions of dollars. 

There has been for many years much fric- 
tion between the corps of engineers and Con- 
gress, the former insisting that the value of 
their commissions was sufficient bond for 
the faithful performance of their duties, 
while Senators and Representatives have 
quite as strongly insisted that the 600 civil- 
ian employés, civil engineers, connected 
with the corps of engineers, have done most 
of the work and received none of the credit 
for the various projects and improvements 
made.

BEAR FIGHT A DUEL. 


Animal Keeper Oy De Vry Attacked by “Billy ”"—His Leg and 
Arm Torn by the Beast—Faints When 
Out of Danger. 


Cy De Vry, animalkeeper at Lincoln Park, 
fought a desperate duel yesterday with a 
big brown bear. The man was armed with 
a slight whip, bruin with the weapons nature 
gave him. For a short time it looked us if 
the infuriated beast would kill his keeper, 
and hundreds of spectators, crowded aroun 
the pit, shrieked with terror. Finally De 
Vry struck the animal a terrific blow and 
managed to get out of the cage. Then the 
loss of blood from his wounds made itself 
felt and he fainted. 

A. H. Hanington, a Park Commissioner o”% 
St. John’s, N. B., was the innocent cause of 
the thrilling encounter. He met Keeper 
De Vry in the park and began to ask some 
questions regarding the care of animais. The 
talk was soon directed to bears, and the two 
strolled up to the pits in the north end of the 
park to take a look at the Chicago collection. 


Bear Starts the Fight. 


The Russian grizzly was in the under- 
ground den and Keeper De Vry was anxious 
to exhibit the big brute to the visitor. Sohe 
shook the bars of the gate vigorous!y to 
drive the animal out. This greatly irritated 
big fat * Billy,”’ the brown bear who always 
sits out in the sunshine. 

Without any warning it thrust a paw 
through the iron gateway and nipped the 
keeper’s foot. This was an astonishing per- 
formance coming from old Billy, as the 
brute had been accustomed to Keeper De 
Vry’s occasional presence in the cage for 
years, and had allowed an assistant in there 
but a couple of hours before. But this time 
the beast was evidently angry. 

Keeper De Vry could not let the challenge 
pass. When he had extricated his trousers 
from the animal’s claws he picked up his 
little rawhide whip and stepped into the 
cage, shutting the door behind him. He 
admits it was a foolish thing to do, and says 
he would never have taken the chances if 
it had not been an old and well-known bear 
he started to chastise. 

But for once the animal showed no fear. 
As the keeper stepped inside the gate the 
bear shuffled toward him, growling. A half 
a dozen cuts with the whip in the face did 
not stop the brute, and after a moment’s 
maneuvering man and bear were engaged in 
a terrific struggle. 

The shouts of the spectators and the 


growls of the beast soon attracted « tarre 
crowd, but although assistants, park em- 
ployés, and finally policemen, arrived they 
were helpless to give any aid. One of tho 
helpers finally dropped a rake down to the 
struggling man, but the fight was at too 
close quarters to have the weapon of any 
use, and man and brute fought it out alone. 

As for the rest of the bears in the cage, 
they were apparently cowed and neither 
Spectators nor actors ever thought to look 
at them. 

It took several rushes on.all fours for the 
bear to finally secure a hold on Keeper De 
Vry’s leg with its paws. When it did, how- 
ever, in a second it had its teeth in the man’s 
left calf, and when they were wrenched 
away the greater portion of the flesh came 
with them. The Mold threw De Vry, and. 
locked together, the two rolled over and over 
on the pit floor. 

De Vry is a man of unusual strength and 
soon succeeded in throwing off his 450-pound 
antagonist and getting cn his feet again. 
But the bear still kept hold of him, anda 
second time the two fell to the floor with the 
great brute on top. 

Wins the Fight and Faints. 

All the time the bear was trying “for an- 
other hold with its teeth, and Keeper De 
Vry was doing his best to strangle the beast. 
Failing in it, another tremendous effort re- 
leased him, and he got on his feet just as the 
bear rose on its hind legs to try its famous 
hug. It got its paws on the keeper’s shou!- 
der and its teeth into the back of his left 
arm, when a righthand punch struck the 
animal back of the ear and sent it rolling on 
the ground. Before the dazed brute could 
recover the man was in safety behind the 
iron gate. 

Then Keeper De Vry asked for a a 
and was determined to kill his assailant, but 
the loss of blood from his wounds had been 
so great that just as a revolver was handed 
to him he fainted dead away. He was car- 
ried in a park buggy to F. J. Fink’s drug 
store, at Clark street and Center avenuv, 
where Dr. Kraus dressed his wounds hastliy 
and had him conveyed to his home at 755 
North Park avenue. There Dr. Keriin at- 
tended the wounded man and soon had him 
comfortable, though in the doctor’s opinion 
it will be two weeks before De Vry can leave 
the house. 


FARMER CLIPS A TIGER’S CLAWS 


Fred Lewis of Norfolk, Neb., Robbed of $400 on the “Levee,” 
Stakes His Life on Chance and Wins $1,700—Then . 
Goes East to Olaim His Bride. 


Freda Lewis, a young farmer from near 
Norfolk, Neb., has clipped the claws of the 
Chicage tiger. He stopped in this city on 


the town he was robbed of §400, feaving him 
just $5 to make the trip to his flancée’s 
home and claim her as his bride.

He won once, twice, and 
three times. Then with a reckless abandon 
he began to play for big stakes. 

Manager Barton, thinking he had a man 
with plenty of money, considerately re- 
moved the limit and allowed the stranger 
to make his bets as large as he pleased. 
Fortune favored the country man, and he 
continued to win. 

All Friday night, all day Saturday, and 
Saturday night until 4 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing Lewis stood at the crap table. At one 
time he was a winner to the extent of $2,500. 
Then his luck turned and at 4 o’clock Sun- 
day morning his winnings only amounted to 
$1,700. The dice were running against him, 
and his physical endurance had reached the 
limit. 

Almost dead for sleep and unable longer to

Before leaving the house Lewis invited 
Manager Barton to join him in a bottle of 
wine.

of which have been carefully suppressed 
through the permitted resignations of the 
officers involved, Uthers, like the Overton 
case arid the Lydecker case, have been alded 
through court-martials because the offenses 
were too flagrant for absolute whitewashing. 

The firat of these resulted in the dismissal 
of the officer on account of gross trrepuilari- 
ties in the hahdling of public funds along 
the great lakes. in the Lydecker casé the 
government and the Wistrict of Columbia 
lost nearly $3,000,000 through the gross n¢gii- 
gence of that engineer officer in supervising 
the bullding of the aqueduct tunnel to supply 
a high-pressure water service for the City 
of Washington, 

Under the regulations the court will con- 
sist of thirteen members. Secretary Alger 
will be strongly urged to so constitute the 
court that seven of the officers who pass 
upon Captain Carter’s case shall be mem- 
bers of the Engineer Corps. 

The amount of the asserted embezzlement 
is 60 large that it seems impossible that the 
plea of carelessness can apply. Whatever 
the result of the court-martial may be, it is 
vertain that Captain Carter's usefulness will 
be very seriously affected. His displace- 
ment as a member of the Nicaraguan Canal 
commission ‘seems certain. Army circles 
familiar with the charges are greatly ex- 
cited, and the case, when all its details are 
known, promises to be one of the most sen- 
sational in the annals of the service. 


CUBANS CLOSING*IN ON HAVANA 


General Garcia Continues His Victor- 
ious March to a Junction with 
Gomez. 


{SPECIAL CABLE.] 

Havana, via Key West, Fia., Sept. 13.— 
The villages of Los Melones, Mejia, and San 
Pedro, west of Las Tunas, and close to the 
Jucaro-Monon trocha, have been taken with 
little resistance from their small forts by 
the insurgent vanguard of General Calixto 
Garcia, who is reported as moving rapidly 
toward the trocha. Intense alarm is felt 
in official and military circles in Havana 
about the success of Garcia's artillery and 
his effective use of dynamite guns. A break- 
ing of the trocha by the Cuban leader, act- 
ing In combination with General Gomez, 
which was reported by the Spanish com- 
mander of Las Tunas to be Garcia’s inten- 
tion, is considered here to be the last blow 
that General Weyler could stand. -After 
that the recall of the Captain General would 
be a necessity to the Spanish government. 

Another alarming report is in circulation 
today that strong Cuban forces are moving 
eastward also on the important town of Hol- 
guin, which is not better fortified than Las 
Tunas was. The excitement is as great in 
the capital as when Gomez and Garcia in- 
vaded the Province of Havana in December, 
1805, and General Martinez Campos was re- 
called. 

The criticism of Weyler increases hour by 
hour as news comes of the alarming situa- 
tion in the east. The Gaceta Official printed 
a decree published on Friday at Madrid for- 
bidding the press, under severe penalties, to 
reproduce a comment, or even mention any 
criticism against the Spanish army in Cuba. 
The press censor has had heretofore control 
of the news sections of the local papers, but 
with editorials there was some leniency in 
the belief that ‘no editor would risk the 
wrath of General Weyler. Now the decree 
explicitly condemns any remark about the 
army as “a military crime,’’ which means 
at least a deportation to Chafarinas. 

The war is as hot as ever in all the prov- 
inces at the same time. In Santa Clara 
Province, near La Vega Santa, the Cubans 
captured on Friday a valuable Spanish con- 
yoy. All*along the high road by which the 
Spaniards were to pass the insurgents had 
prepa.ed ambuscades. At the given mo- 
ment a volley was fired into the ranks of 
the Spanish.and the order of “‘ al machete ”’ 
was given. The Spanish column, surround- 
ed, engaged bravely in a hand-to-hand fight, 
but after an hour they abandoned the con- 
Voy to the insurgents. It is known that the 
Spanish losses were heavy and among them 


- Many Officers, though the exact number is 


not reported. 

At Viajacas in the same province the Span- 

ish forces of Tibisial routed an insurgent 
‘band, which had to retreat to Jiquinas, one 
mile westward, The Spanish pursued the 
Cubans that far, but there the insurgents re- 
ceived heavy reinforcements and then the 
Spaniards retreated without engaging tn new 
battle. ; 

At Casa Bianca, Santa Clara, also, the in- 
surgents, under General Robaro, badly de- 
feated the Spanish battalion of Cataluna. 
The engagement lasted several hours and the 
Spanish lost over 150 men. Robaro made 
much use in this engagement of the dyna- 
mite received by him from the last expedi- 
tion landed. 

The reports from Pinar del Rio are no 


less warlike. At Vertientes, in that prov- 


ince, the Spanish battalion El Infante at- 
tacked a Cuban hospital strongly defended 
by forces under General Pedro Diaz. The 
fight was fliorce and continued the whole of 
last Friday. Finally a detachment of Cu- 
bans succeeded in turning the Spaniards into 
an ambush near the Rubi Hills. There the 
battalion of El Infante would have been ex- 
terminated but for the arrival of the Span- 
ish battalion of Cuba. Then the Spaniards 
were able to retreat in good order. The logs 
on each side was about 100 killed. 

From Matanzas awful news comes of the 
situation of the pacificos concentrated there. 
Three hundred and fifty men, 620 womeu, 
and 217 children; who were absolutely desti- 
tute, were employed by the Governor last 
week in paving the street and other public 
works on the promise of $1 a day each, ac- 
cording to General Weyler’s orders. At the 
end of the week, having got no food from the 
government, they demanded their pay. The 
Governor answered them that he had only 
in cash $215 and 70 cents in Spanish paper 
money. The pacificos replied that that was 
less than one day’s payment due to them. 
They were all arrested and locked up in the

Minister Woodford Presents 
His Credentials to Spain. 


IS RECEIVED ‘IN STATE. 


Ceremony at San Sebastian For- 
mal in Character. ’ 


— 


DUKE OF TETUAN PRESENT. 


(SPECIAL CABLE.] 

San Sebastian, Spain, Sept. 13.—[Copy- 
right, 1897, by W. R. Hearst.]—General 
Stewart L. Woodford today presented his 
credentials as Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary to the Queen Re- 
gent, and next Saturday has been fixed for 
his first official interview with the Duke of 
Tetuan, Minister of Foreign Affairs. Prob- 
ably he will then present his message from 
the President regarding the relations be- 
tween Spain and the United States con- 
cerning Cuba. What the nature of the mes- 
sage is he has not yet revealed even to the 
retiring Minister, Hannis Taylor. 

The ceremony of presentation was not as 
elabcrate as is customary at the Spanish 
court, as it occurred at San Sebastian in- 
stead of at Madrid, as a special courtesy to 
the United States. Minister Woodford was 
not accompanied by his staff. .He wore @ 
frock eoat instead of a court dress when he 
called on the Queen, as did retiring Minister 
Taylor, who presented his letters of recall 
half an hour before the new Minister was 
received at the palace. 

It was exactly 12 o’clock when the car- 
riage drove into the court-yard of the Hotel 
de Londres bearing General Merry Del Val, 
the first secretary to the Duke of Tetuan, 
charged with the duty of conveying General 
Woodford to the palace of Miramari. Sec- 
retary Del Val is a tall man with a hook 
nose and warlike whiskers. He was in full 
uniform, with many decorations across his 
breast, and he carried a sword with a jew- 
eled hilt under his arm. The carriage hada 
blue body, with red running gear, and bore 
the royal arms, which also appeared in gold 
on every available place on the harness of 
the two handsome bays. He was officered 
by a coachman and footman in blue and gold 
livery, with gold bands and cockades upon 
their hats. 
Secretary Del Val, and the lofty contempt 
with which they surveyed the cowering 
hotel servants was worth coming to San 
Sebastian to see. : 

The scene was the most picturesque a 
full minute later when the carriage, having 
meanwhile driven to one side of the steps, 
Minister Woodford’s colored boy came out 
and, being guiltless of the language of 
Spain, haughtily indicated by a movement 
of hig dexter finger to the gorgeously up- 
holstered lackeys that they were desired to 
produce the vehicle before the hotel door. 
Minister Woodford in plain black, with the 
simple button of the Loyal Legion in’ his 
coat, was something of a contrast in ap- 
pearance to Secretary Del Val in _=§his 
brilliant uniform and with his glistening 
medals as they came down the steps arm in 
arm, being caught in the act by. a photog- 
rapher. The carriage drove away at a 
quarter after 12, and an hour later Secretary 
Del Val delivered the new Minister safely 
back at the hotel. 

The ceremony at the palace was simple. 
General Woodford was presented to the 
Queen in a beautiful salon overlooking the 
bay by the Duke of Tetuan, no other per- 
sons being present. Queen Christina speaks 
English fluently, and General Woodford, 
_ who carried his credentials in a large square 
envelope in his hand, said on handing it tu 
her: | 

“ Your Majesty, it is my great honor to 
place in your royal hand this letter from 
the Presidént of the United States, accredit- 
ing me &s Minister Plenipotentiary at your

MORE FIGHTING IN INDIA. 


REBELLIOUS TRIBES CAPTURE AN- 
OTHER BRITISH POST. 


Twenty Loyal Native Soldiers Bravely 
Defend the Place Until All Are 
Killed — Afridis and Their Allied 
Tribesmen Now Namber 47,000 
Fighting Men—General Elles Hur- 
riedly Concentrating His Forces— 
Fighting Still in Progress. 


Simla, Sept. 18.—At daybreak yesterday, 
following the repulse of the insurgents: by 
General Yeatman-Biggs, who was attached 
in the rear while moving along the Samana 
ridge to prevent an attack on Fort Shahuk- 
hel, the British commander dispatched a 
small column to recover some stores. This 
body of troops found the enemy in force, 
with thirteen standards, but the tribesmen 
did not venture to attack the column. The 
Afridis are reported to be attacking all the 
Samana posts. General Elles is concentrat- 
ing his forces at Shabhakar today prelim- 
inary to making a final advance into the 
Mohmand country. 

The insurgents this morning captured the 
Sarhargarti police post. Information from 
ithe frontier this afternoon shows Afridis 
are attacking the Samana forts in force. 

The fort was attacked by 1,000 Orakgzais. 
A gallant defense was made by the garrison 
of twenty-one Sikhs, who for six and one- 
half hours sustained three furious assaults. 
In the third assault the Orakzais forced the 
door. @he garrison left the walls to expel 
the invaders and the enemy was thus able 
to escalade the fort with the ladder. One 
Sikh defended the guardroom, killing twen- 
ty of the foe. He Was finally burnt alive 
at his post.. The signaler kept up communi- 
cation until the fort fell at half-past 4. It 
is reported that he was the only Sikh who 
was spared. 

General Yeatman-Biggs will relieve Fort 
Gulistan tonight, and the simultaneous ad- 
vance of Generals Blood and Elles against 
the Mohmands will commence on Wednes- 
day next.

IRE OF GOLD PARTY AROUSED. 


It Is. Thought in London That the 
Times Article About the Bank of 
England Has Served Its Purpose.

London, Sept. 13.—[Copyright, 1897, by the 
Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.]~The Times’ statement that the 
Bank of England had decided to keep one- 
fifth of its reserve in silver has aroused the 
ire of the gold party. 

I hear what happened was that the bi- 
metallist members of the bank directors 
proposed to change, and a monometallist 
director, espying a disposition on the part 
of a majority of the court of directors to 
assent to it as a harmless, if useless, ex- 
pedient, wrote to the Times in order to de- 
feat the bimetallic plan by giving it pre- 
mature publicity. 

Doubtless the object has been attained, as 
the financial papers here almost unanimous- 
ly denounced what they term “ tampering 
with the bank reserve.”’ 

New York, Sept. 13.—[Special.]—Silver vwul- 
lion advanced sharply today, on ail the 
world’s markets. At London the price rose 
five-eighths penny, to 26% pence per annce, 
maxing a tetal advance of 1% pence since 
Friday. At New York it rose today one cent 
per ounce, to 56% cents, making a totul 
rise of 2% cents in three days. AS com- 
pared with the low prices of Aug, 25, tne 
lowest of the season, today’s quotations 
represent a net advance of 2% pence in Lon- 
don and 5% cents at New York. 

The ostensible reason for today’s and 
Saturday’s abrupt recovery is the talk, cur- 
rent at the close of last week, regarding 
the possible action by the Bank of England 
in keeping a part of its reserve in silver. 
Aside from this, however, the available 
stock of silver at London has run very low, 
and the market is oversold by contracts for 
delivery. Last week's exports of silver 
from New York to London were valued at 
only $676,361, against $765,4° in the week 
ending Sept. 4 and $943,715 in the week eud- 
ing Aug. 28. 


EUROPEAN CROPS ARE LIGHT. 


Official and Definite Reports on the 
Wheat Production of Italy 
and France. 


Paris, Sept. 18.—M. Meline, Prime Minister 
and Minister of Agriculture, announced to 
the Cabinet today that the official crop re- 
turns showed that the wheat crop amounts 
to 88,546,890 hectolitres, against 119,742,416 
hectolitres in 1896. : 

Rome, Sept. 13.—The official estimate of 
the Italian wheat crop places the yield at 
80,600,000 hectolitres, against 61,000,000 last 
year. 

London, Sept. 13.—The Times’ corresponc- 
ent at Buenos Ayres says it is feared there 
that the harvest will be almost entirely de- 
stroyed by locusts.

Tacoma, Wash., Sept. 13.—[Special.j—The 
steamer Eliza Anderson, fears for whose 
safety have been entertained for some Gays, 
is safe at Dutch Harbor, Alaska, and ali on 
board ere well. ‘Ihe following private ictter 
from John 8. Pattee of St. Joseph, Mo., was 
received today on the steamer Humbveict: 

* Dutch Harbor, Alaska, Sept. 4.—\ve ar- 
rived here on the steamer EKliga Anderson 
at 1 o'clock this morning in as good condl- 
tion as we left Tacoma, although we had 
three days of hard wind. ‘ihe wind com- 
menced blowing Aug. 23. and that night we 
broke our rudder chains owing to the back- 
ing of the boat, which was ordered by the 
Captain in order to make our sea anchor 
draw. This anchor did not work, however, 
so we kept our boat’s head into the wind 
and rode the biow out. 

‘**The third day of the biow the wind in- 
ereased to a gale and our.predicamen'’ was 
extremely a dangerous one. ‘the iliza 
Anderson behaved remarkably well, theugh, 
riding the seas well, but she would not have 
stood the wind another twenty-four hours. 
The wind began to subside at 4 p. m. the 
third day, and we have had fairly good 
weather since, although we ran into shel- 
tering harbors three times on our way down 
the Alaska Peninsula to this point.”’

wise alter or amend the glittering tales that 
were told by the first invoice of suddenly 
enriched miners who dazzled San Francisco 
only about six weeks ago. If there be any 
alteration it is to strengthen the story as 
is generally told. The eighty miners on 
board the Bella are carrying out with them 
a net weight of gold valued at not less than 
$750,000, It is impossible to get at a close 
estimate, for many of the individuals are 
wary and refuse to give the amount they 
carry, while they keep such close guard over 
it as to leave no doubt that it is a treasure. 
Those who took pains to make inquiries on 
the way down give widely varying figures. 
One placed it at $500,000, another 80,000 
eunces, or $1,120,000. Let either be true, 
this much is certain, that the new diggings 
are rich beyond anything in the history of 
placer mining. 

‘* You will see more gold in one saloon in 
Dawson City,’ said Hugh Haggerty, one of 
the number, ‘‘ than you ever dreamed of. 
Money or gold is nothing there—grub is 
everyti.ing. If the boats make another trip 
I believe there will be plenty, but if there is 
any interruption it will be tough. Most of 
the men aboard the Bella are going out be- 
cause they don’t want to take chances in 
there this winter.”’ 


Strike on Munook Creek. 


Charles Rupel of Tacoma, one of the party 
of miners, comes from Munook Creek, about 
which much has becn said lately. He says 
that the diggings on the creek, while not so 
fabulously rich as on the Klondike, are good, 
and he would not be coming out now but he 
feared scarcity of provisions. He believed 
that very many on the Bella were coming 
out for the same reason. And at. the same 
time, he said, the outlook on the Munook 
was much better than further up, as the 
bar at Fort Yukon presented such difficulties 
to navigation that a quantity of stores al- 
ways remained there. Rupel said the boats 
were not carrying in the provisions they 
might or should, a great deal of space and 
weight being given to whisky. It was Rupel 
who said the Bella was taking out 80,000 
ounces of gold. 

Mrs. I. D. Barnes, a passenger on the Ham- 
ilton, who is going in to join her husband, 
who owns an.interest in No. 21 Bonanza 
above and No. 38 El Dorado, two of the 
richest claims, received advice from him 
to the effect that he is coming out and that 
they will both return with the Hamilton. 
Mr. Barnes’ partner, George W. Vogel, was 
on the Bella on’his way out, and brought 
this news to Mrs. Barnes. The last news 
Mrs. Barnes had direct from her husband 
was at Seattle, where an enthusiastic let- 
ter advised her to come to the diggings. 


Some Feverish Figures. 


M. Knutson of Tacoma, part owner in 36 
and 37 El Dorado, has taken out, with his 
three partners, A. Oleson, Arthur Sellers, 
and Cornelius Van Alstine, $90,000 from six 
box lengths. Knutson has with hima single 
chunk of gold weighing $583.25, taken by him 
from 36. Lewis Sloss offered him $1,000 for 
it as a curio, but Knutson refused the offer.

No. 6 gave $47,000 from one hole, and No. 11 
washed twenty-two ounces in one pan, 
while in one day, Aug. 12 last, $20,000 was 
washed from dirt thrown into the sluice box 
from a hole on No. 30.

Then the Merwin, 
which was being’ towed by the Holyoke, 
along with the Bryant and Peelistofsky, 
broke loose and the Captain of the Holyoke 
turned aboywt with the other two bouts in 
tow and picked up the Merwin. ‘lhe next 
place we reached was St. Paul, on Kudiak 
Island. We should have taken coal thereto 
get to Dutch Harbor, but could not get it. 
After leaving St. Paul the sea was heavy 
and we were forced to cruise along eshore. 
We arrived within 180 miles of Dutch Har- 
bor when the coal gave out. We were rig- 
ging a small boat to send out for relief 
when we sighted a small fishing smack with 
one maninit. He told us we could reach an 
abandoned cannery about twenty miles dis- 
tant, where coal has been lying for live or 
six years. 

** We had enough coal to reath that point. 
All day long the passengers worked in a 
drizzling rain to take on that coal, and 
finally, on Sept. 4, we reached Dutch Hurbor. 
Captain Hooper of the revenue squadron 
boarded us at Dutch Harbor and, seeing the 
unseaworthy condition of the Anderson, for- 
bade her to go farther. it was not neces- 
sary for him to go below, but upon seeing 
that we had insufficient lifeboats he gave the 
order to tie up there. The passengers of 
the Anderson, with the exception of Mr. 
Scott and myself, raised $1,00U to charter 
the schooner Parisoff to take passengers 
trom there to St. Michael's. ‘I'he condition 
on the trip of the Anderson from Dixon's 
Entrance to Dutch Harbor cannot be pict- 
ured too vividly.’’ 

It was a remarkable statement that (‘ap- 
tain Chilcott, one of the incorporators of 
the company which runs .the Anderson, is 
reported to have made to Chief Honnifietd 
of the Humboldt this morning. He said:

We put her in charge of one of the besi sea 
Captains on the coast, Captain Powers. if 
anybody could get her there he could.” 


BRINGS MORE KLONDIKE GOLD. 


Steamer Humboldt, Direct from St. 
Michael’s, Has $15,000 in 
Nuggets and Dust. 


Portiand, Ore., Sept. 13.—The steamer 
Humboldt arrived this morning from S8t. 
Michael's. She brings fourteen passengers 
and about $®,000 in gold. The Humboldt 
Was eleven days from St. Michael’s, 

‘There will be privation, sickness, star- 
vation, scurvy, and death on the Yukon this 
winter,” is what the returning gold hunters 
all say. 

Only seven passengers of the Humboldt 
have money. It is impossible to induce them 
to say how much money they have, but the 
purser gives the figures as: J. A. Manger, 
$900; E. Turner, $500; J. F. Creider, $2,000; 
W. Urquhart, $900; J. D. Rogers, $2,000: F. 
54 — $4,500; Captain J. Whitesides, 


J. M. Secretan, who came back on the 
Humboldt, and who has but very little cash, 
says he came out to avoid starvation at 
Dawson. He said: 

“Thus far upwards of 1,500 men have 
pushed their way over the passes from 
Skaguay and Dyea and have arrived at 
Dawson City. The influx of miners over 
the passes has frightened the old-timers in 
the interior, and all of them are coming to 
winter in the States and thus avoid what 
they believe will be a winter of hardship, 
suffering, and probably murder and thievery.

MANY LIVES ARE LOST. 


Port Arthur and Sabine Pass.Are 
Nearly in Ruins. |

through the streets and the rain was falling © 


in torrents. 

The names of the dead and injured at Port 
Arthur, Sabine, and Sabine Pass cannot 
be ascertained until the relief trains are 
heard from. 

To the east of Sabine the reports show 
the devastation wag almost entirely due to 
the wind-storm. At Winnie every house but 
two was blown down. The great dairy farm 
of ex-Governor Wheeler of lowa is wrecked. 
The Creel Hotel was blown from its founda- 
tions. The-store of R. A. Thornton was de- 
molished. The home of Mrs. Gregory was 
destroyed. The store and warehouse of Z. 
R. Guess were torn to pleces and the mer- 
chandise ruined by’ water, and every resi- 
dence was,damaged more or less, All along 
the route of the Gulf and Interstate road 
for twenty miles on either side of Winnie 
farmhouses and barns were blown down, 
trees uprooted, and wreckage strewn about. 

At Sour Lake, on the Southern Pacific, im. 
mediately to the north of Winnie, the roof 
was blown off a passenger coach. Persons 
who were traveling on trains that passed 
through the storm say that car windows 
were broken by the gale and that in many. 
cars the passengers were drenched, The 
newly established towns of Webb, Sea- 
breeze, Cheek, and Fannette, on the Gulf and 
Interstate, are practically wiped out,. the 
frail structures erected there being picked 
up and hurled about by the wind as if they 
were of little or no weight. 


Story of One Who Escaped. 


Mrs. M. O. Perkins of this city, who was in 
the Creel Hote] at Winnie, reached here to- 
night. She confirms the story of the de- 
struction at that place. Sie says she and 
her husband arrived at Winnie at 7:20 p. m., 
en route for their summer home near «here, 
but had to rush to the hotel for shelter. 
About 10:30 p. m. the wind, which had been 
beating furiously against the hotel, sujden- 
ly struck it with renewed force, and lifting 
it from its foundations, knocked it to the 
ground. Besides the proprietor’s family 
and servants there were five guests in the 
house at the time, including a Mr. Mason of 
California, Dr. White, a Presbyterian min- 
ister, and two other persons. The porch 
was broken from the hotel and the furniture 
dashed about by the jar of the crash of the 
falling house, but none of the inmates re- 
ceived worse injury than a few bruises. 
Mrs, Perkins says she saw one young man 
was wounded in the storm. His name was 
Barber, and Dr. Kimmons of Winnie was 
bandaging up his legs when she left the 
town today.

This is not the first time Sabine Pass has 
been wrecked by a flood. Ina terrible storm 
in 1886 the town was almost wiped out. More 
than fifty persons were drowned and prop- 
erty of great value was destroyed. ‘The 
present Town of Sabine Pass and thousands 
of acres of lands surrounding it are owned 
by Kountze Bros., the bankers of New York, 
Omaha, and other places. The town site 
of Port Arthur is owned by the Kansas City, 
Pittsburg and Gulf railroad, which en- 
deavored to establish a city there which 
would be the gulf terminus of the road and 
make a port by having the governmen: per- 
mit them to dig a channel] through Sabine 
Lake from the town site to the deep water 
in the pass. “The storm of yesterday means 
not only great loss to the agsidents, but may 
force the railroad to seek a new outlet to tide 
water. ’

night by J. J. Grafton from H.C. Orr, Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent of the Kansas park 
Pittsburg and Gulf railroad, at Kansas City 

‘‘ Hurricane at Port Arthur. Six lives lost. 
No tidal wave. Ten people or more’ 
at Sabine Pass, and Sabine City overflowed.” 


ENGLAND AND PANAMA CANAL. 


Revival of the Story of British Cone 
trol of the Waterway Across 
the Isthmus. 


New York, Sept. 13.—[Special.]—A special 
from Washington says: Interest in the 
Colon dispatch regarding the Panama Canal 
has been revived by additional intelligence 
which reached Washington today, A Ger- 
man diplomat received word from a com- 
patriot now stationed in Paris that a British 
company is negotiating for the sale of the 
canal, and.it is believed that the company 
will prove to be the Bank of England. Tha 
sale of the canal, according to this diplomat, 
is the result of numerous conferences held 
in Europe during the last winter, when the 
United States government was urging the 
completion of the Nicaraguan Canal. 

The powers of Europe, notably England, 
France, and Germany, viewed with alarm 
the tremendous prestige of the United States. 
as the arbiter of the Nicaraguan project, 
and they unite against the common danger, 
allowing that nation which was most closely 
concerned and most powerfully protected 
to become thé proprietor of the Panama 
Canal. England logically was the nation 
to be selected. 

The whole scheme is similar to the one by 
which England gained control of the Suez 
Canal, except that in this case the powers 
concede her the right, which before she was 
obliged to steal. 

Maurice Trubert, the Chargé d’Affaires at 
the French Embassy, observes great reti- 
cence in discussing the Panama affair. Ho 
emphatically asserts that he has received 
no official notification of such a transfer. 
He showed today a Paris paper, Le Courier, 
of Sept. 5, in which an authoritative denial 
is given to all such disquieting rumors as 
that the French capitalists intended to sell 
their franchise to England or to any other 
nation. 

Nevertheless, it is believed by other me pod 
mats that there is yet much to be learnev re~- 
garding the Panama Canal, and ft is known 
that the State department 1s quietly investi- 
gating at Colon and in the capitals of Ku- 
rope. One official said today that if Eng- 
land takes any unfair advantage we can: 
do no less than declare such an act @ casus 
belli.

destined to carry off the first honors in the 
tournament. On the green in three the 
fourth shot was a putt which left the ball 
about a foot from the hole. But Douglas 
missed this apparently easy putt and was 
obliged to register a six for the hole, al- 
though other piayers made the hole in four 
during the day. Determined to overcome 
the disadvantage given ‘by this beginning, 
Douglas played his best. His driving, ap- 
proaching, and putting constituted golf of 
the real variety. He lofted high and landed 
dead on the green nearly every time. 

At the twelfth hole he was especially lucky, 
as he pulled his drive considerably, just 
missing the bunker byayard. From this on 
he played straight golf again until the 
eighteenth, the last hole, where a large 
throng was gathered under the awning and 


‘about the green. Douglas topped his ap- 


proach, but the twelve-foot putt was success- 
fully made amid a hearty round of applause 
from the gathered spectators. And the 
match was won, although it was not known 
at the time. It was an excellent score, as 
was admitted by all the contestants, but as 
James A. Tyng of the Morris County Gol? 
club had made the round in 83 it was thought 
that Whigham and Macdonald would aave 
to be heard from before the victory could be 
ascribed to Douglas. 

About fifty persons followed Whigham and 
Stewart around the course. Both safely made 
the ** Burn” hole, Whigham in five and Stew- 
artinseven.

The 
fourth was tied at five and the fifth in four.

Whigham 
made it in six. 

The strokes back over the pond to the 
tenth were made against the wind, but Stew- 
art made a_ beautiful shot, lofting to within 
five feet of the hole.

Champion Foulis Regards the Fairfield 
Player as theStrongest—Some- — 
thing About Him.

Findlay 8S. Douglas is a Scotchman by birth, 
heaving been born twenty-two years ago in the 
famous golfing town of St. Andrews, Scotland.

DR. REGNIER SHOOTS TO KILL. 


After Being Attacked by His Daugh- 
ter’s Suitor He Fires with 
Deadly Aim. 


Monmouth, IIll., Sept. 13.—[{Special.]—A 
desperate battle with firearms occurred here 
this morning, and when it was over Simon 
P. Frandsen was dead, with his body full 
of buckshot, and Dr. Felix Regnier, who had 
killed him, was himself badly wounded. 

Frandsen was in the employ of Regnier, 
who conducts a dairy, until a month ago. 
During this time *e became deeply in love 
with Mr. Regnier’s daughter, Fannie, but

his lovemaking met with no encouragement. 
He persisted, however, and so harassed the 
girl that he was discharged and forbidden 
to come on the premises. Frandsen seemed 
crazed by his infatuation, and not only 
continued to visit the home, but even went 
so far as to make threats against the girl 
and her father> Dr. Regnier notified the 


Sheriff that he did not propose to let Frand- 


sen get the drop on him. 

This morning Regnier was up-town on 
business. It is thought Frandsen saw him 
and laid plans for his revenge. He went out 
toward the doctor’s house, which is just out- 
side the city limits. When about a half-mile 
from his heme the doctor overtook Frandsen 
in the road. The latter stepped to one side 
to let the buggy pass, and just as the doctor 
got even with him drew his revolver and 
fired six shots in quick succession. The first 
struck the doctor on the shoulderblade, the 
ball passing along under the skin to the 
backbone. The range was so close that the 
wound was partly filled with powder. Dr. 
Regnier drew his revolver and shot, but his 
horse had become frightened and was going 
at such a rate that the shot was harmless. 
He hurried on home, got his son, and loaded 
a shotgun. The two started back andina 
short distance came upon Frandsen. He saw 
them coming and stepped aside into a corn- 
field, then, when the buggy got even with 
him, began shooting again. 

Regnier then opened fire, the first shot 
having no effect, Dut the second being 
emptied ‘into the fellow’s breast. Frandsen 
fell, but.the others did not go near him. 

Regnier returned home and telephoned the 
Sheriff what he had done. ‘hat officer and 
others repaired to the scene and found 
Frandsen dead where he iay, Still hoiaing 
the revolver in his right hand. An inquest 
was held this evening. ‘The jury found that 
Frandsen came to his death Dy a gunshot 
fired by Felix Regnier under great provcca- 
tion. They did not recommend that Kcgnier 
be held to the grand jury, but he was im- 
mediately placed under arrest and gave a 
bond in the sum of $2,U0UU.

Mine Owners Call on General 
Gobin for Protection. 


MARCHERS VISIT ECKLEY 


—— 


Workmen Forced to Quit and 
Are Roughly Used. 


ARMED MEN AT THE FUNERAL 


Hazleton, Pa., Sept. 13.—Hazleton quivers 
tonight on the edge of a volcano. Uncer- 
tainty is the keynote of the situation and 
the town is sleeplessly awaiting the dawn 
of a day fraught with unknown and fearful 
possibilities. 

At this writing troops are marching on 
the mines of Coxe Bros. at Eckley, which 
nestles in a valley about eighteen miles 
from here. Telegrams to brigade headquar- 
ters late this evening indicated an alarm- 
ing condition there. The remoteness of the 
situation will make difficult the seeuring of 
— news from the scene before morn- 
ng. 
The first knowledge of a disturbance at 
the Coxe collieries reached brigade head- 
quarters this morning, when General Gobin 


5,000 jammed the streets in the immediate 
neighbortiood, but there was no disorder. 
The platform, originally intended for the 
street in front of the building, had been 
erected before the altar, and here the ten 
coffiris were laid while Father Aust and a 
number ‘of Polish priests celebrated pontif- 
ical high mass. 

In the meantime a gang of miners in the 
cemetery were blasting rock to make space 
for a large circular grave, in which all the 
bodies were interred. There were brief 
services at the grave and several of the 
clergymen made addresses, urging the min- 
ers to maintain order and to remain quietly 
at their homes. General Gobin kept his 
word, if the priests did not. During all of 
the marches and ceremonies there was not 
a sign of a soldier. The usual camp disci- 
pline was maintained and no one was per- 
mitted to pass the lines. 


Saloons Are Closed. 


Mayor Altmiller had been consulted in the 
meantime, and at General Gobin’s order, or 
suggestion, all the saloons in town were 
closed until 4 o’clock this afternoon. There 
were two meetings of miners at Lattimer 
today. One was made up of Italians and the 
other of Hungarians, and addresses were 
made at both. Organizer Fahey of the 
United Mineworkers was present, but did 
not speak. He will organize ten branches of 
the union later in the week. In aninterview 
he said: 

‘*In my opinion, if the proper thing were 
dcne, operators and miners throughout this 
entire district would ‘come together and 
agree upon a uniform scale of wages and 
conditions of employment to govern all 
alike.’’ 

Fears are entertained that before the end 
of the week the whole region may be on 
strike. 

Sheriff Martin was the guest of General 
Gobin at headquarters this afternoon, but 
would not talk, on the ground that a warrant 
is hanging over him. He returned to Wilkes- 
barre later. His deputies are contemplating

eceived a dispatch that 200 miners at Buck 

ountajn, three miles from Eckley, had 
gone on strike and begun to march on the 
Eckley mine. A request was made for a 
detachment of the military to avert pos- 
sible conflict, but befere the soldiers could 
be started off to the scene the authorities 
were reassured -by the receipt of a second 
telegram to the effect that the march had 
been stopped and no further trouble was 
feared. 

Strikers Get the Upper Hand. 

Late this afternoon a third dispatch 
changed the situation for the worse. It said 
that the march had been resumed to the 
Eckley mines, and that the men there had 
been forced to quit work after rough han- 
dling by the marching men. 

The City Troop of Philadelphia, the crack 
cavalrymen, were instantly ordered to pro- 
ceed to Eckley. To reach the spot they will 
have to ride over eighteen miles of rough 
mountain roads. The news has created con- 
sternation throughout the disrtict, and all 
the collieries are preparing for trouble. 

General Gobin has been deluged with re- 
quests for troops, but declares that he will 
send none to any point unless an outbreak 
really occurs. This is a measure of precau- 
tion to keep the soldiers mobilized. The 
mine superintendents are much worried. 
They accept the lesson offered by the havoc 
wrought at Gomer Jones’ home the other 
night, and two have asked the brigade com- 
mander to place guards around their houses, 
which will be done. The names of the super- 
intendents are kept secret. 

Talking of Dynamite. 

There is a sensational story afloat con- 
cerning a conversation overheard on the 
streets of Hazleton today, but it should be 
accepted with a reservation. The story goes 
that a group of miners was.standing on a 
corner, when one was heard to remark: 
“I’ve got the material, but I don’t know 
how to mix the stuff. If I did I'd blowthem 
up tonight.” It is said that the guards 
were placed about :the superintendents’ 
houses as a result. 

Today had been regarded as the turning 
point of the situation because of the prohibi- 
tion issued by General Gobin against the 

roposed funeral demonstration. A com- 
promise was effected this morning, how- 
ever, and the day passed off without dis- 
turbance. In the meantime, the Coxe col- 
lieries were being watched with intense 
anxiety. It was known that the 2,000 men 
employed at No. 7 had made a demand fora 
10 per cent increase, which was to be sub- 
mitted to the operators today, witht l- 
ternative of “‘ strike.’”” From 5,000 to 7,090 
men are employed at all the collieries, and i} 


was understood that such a movement would’ 


bring them all out. Whether the proposi- 
tion was formally submitted today could 
not be learned, because nobody would talk. 


Gobin Angry at the Priests. 


The first discord between the military and 
the strikers occurred today, and General 
Gobin was angry about it. Following his 
order against the proposed funeral demon- 
stration, he arranged for a conference this 
morning with the Polish priests who are 
looking after the cause of the men. He im- 
pressed them with the necessity of prevent- 
ing any show of a military character, aid 
said he would permit no unizormed men to 
participate, except those representing re- 
ligious societies. Bands of music, side arms, 
sticks, and banners were also prohibitec. 
The priests promised that all this should be 
done, and the commander, on the other 
hand, agreed to keep all troops away from 
the funerals. Somebody stole a march on 
the General, however, and although he later 
revoked the clause exciuding music, there 
were men in line wearing the uniform of the 
Italian army and others carrying drawn 
sabers Six of the latter stood in front vf 
the church during the ceremonies w'tht1. 
Learning of this, the commander promptly 
dispatched a staff officer and a detail of men 
to the cemetery, but when they reached 
there the services were over and the mourn- 


. ers had dispersed. 


“The priests gave me their sacred prom- 
jse that no arms should be carried nor mill- 
tary uniforms worn,” said General Gobin. 
‘“‘In moments when a spark might result 
in the wholesale loss of life and property 
it seems to me that such things should not 
be permitted. If I had had the slightest idea 
that their promises would be broken a troop 
of cavalry would have been there within 
a few moments.” 
he General added that he would demand 
an explanation from the clergymen. As a 
matter of fact, there was little change in 
the program arranged by the miners for 
today’s funerals. There were twelve in all, 
but two proceeded from Harwood direct to

SYMPATHY FOR THE STRIKERS. 


Minnesota’s Chief Justice Reviews the 
Injunctions—Sentiment of 
Labor Meetings. 


St. Paul, Minn., Sept. 18.—[Special.}]—Dis- 
cussing the Pennsylvania troubles Chief 
Justice Start of the State Supreme Court 
said: ‘I have never known of acase where 
the court has given such a brvad interpretu- 
tion of its powers as in this instance. And 
if the facts are as stated, it seems to me thar 
it has gone too far. This government by in- 
junction is a comparatively modern institu- 
tion in this country, although the powcr 
vested in the court is older than the consti- 
tution, coming down to us from old English 


my To me it seems to be a dangerous ten- 
dency, and one that we should guard against 
most carefully. It is taking away from the 
citizen the right of a trial by jury and is at 
any time likely to lead totyrunny. Judicial 
tyranny is the worst in the world, because 
there is no appeal from it. I cannot now 
recullect any case where the courts have 
gone to such lengths in the use of the power 
of injunction as this. There is no paraliel 
between the circumstances here and those 
of the Debs rebellion in Chicago. 

‘* Debs and his followers were openly incit- 
ing to riot, and actually engaged In trespass 
and other unlawful acts. In these instances 
the court appears to have intervened to pre- 
vent the miners assembling and marching 
on the public highways. It looks as though 
the courts had been too anx:ous to further 
the interests of the corporations. In Penn- 
sylvania the corporate interests Have wu 
strong influence in the community, and it is 
not at all unlikely that that influence often 
extends to the bench and makes it possible 
for them to obtain from the courts what in 
other States or communities might be de- 
nied. This doubtless explains why such aa 
unusual order was granted in this instance.” 

St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 13.—At the regular 
monthly meeting of the St. Louis Trades 


and Labor union, held at Walhalla Hall 


Sunday afternoon, the situation in the coal 
regions was discussed pro and con. While 
most of the speakers held that the men shot 
down at Lattimer had been murdered, they 
called upon organized labor to show the 
world by its dispassionate action that it 
does not favor anarchy, and intends to re- 
spect the laws as long as the laws give them 
any protection whatever.

ILLINOIS MINERS NOT RESUMING 


Workmen in the Springfield District 
Not Ready to Call the Strike 
Settled. 


Springfield, Ill., Sept. 13.—Early this morn- 
ing the superintendent of the coal shaft at 
Tallula ordered the miners go take out their 
tools or go to work. Nearly all responded 
by taking out their tools, and none have gone 
to work, and say they will not until) the 
strike is ended. The miners of Athens, 
Menard County, held a mass meeting this 
afternoon and decided by unanimous vote 
to continue the strike. 

One hundred striking miners marched out 
to the Black Diamond mine, south of the 
city, about 6 o’clock this evening to try and 
induce Robert Solomon, one of the owners, 
his two sons, and four other men who were 
at work there, to quit. Walter Powell, who 
was loading coal, was assaulted by the 
strikers after some words, and Sheriff Bax- 
ter was sent for. When he arrived the 
miners were leaving. The men at work de- 
clined to quit. Several arrests will be made. 

Minonk, Ill, Sept. 13.—[Spcial.]—Leading 
miners have expressed the opinion that a 
settlement will be reached here and work 
resumed within a week. 

Brazil, Ind., Sept. 13.—[{Special.]—The 
largest mass meeting ever held in the coun- 
ty convened at the courthouse today to hear 
the report of Delegate Philip Roberts, who 
had just arrived from Columbus. The meet- 
ing by a unanimous vote ratified the action 
of the Columbus convention, with the ex- 
ception of the clause preventing the re- 
sumption of work for ten days.

COAL PRICES ALREADY LOWER. 


First Good Effect of the Settlement of 
the Bituminous Coal 
Strike. 


Cleveland, O., Sept. 13.—! Special. ]—The 
first effect of a settlement of the coal strike 
was the slump in the price of coal 20 cents 
a ton. Operators received advices from the 
West Virginia fields that steam coal was 
quoted at $1 per ton at the mines and as it 
costs $1.05 a ton to ship it to this city it 
would make the price $2.05aton. Last week 
the rate was from $2.20 to $2.30 a ton.

Social Democracy Tirades Recall 
Unwritten History. 


FREE SILVER, GREEK FIRE. 


Is the dynamite bomb to be superseded by 
the torch as the suggested, convincing ar- 
gument in the propaganda of force? Tothe 
imagination of the Spies-Parsons clique 
the syllogistic perfection of a stick of dyna- 
mite exceeded anything that Plato or Des- 
cartes ever penned. Their successors ap- 
pear to have a different opinion. The police 
huve for some time been cognizant of this, 
and they have reached a point where they 
say there will be no more trifling with the 


loud-mouthed men who make speeches urg- 


ing incendiarism. 

The emphasis that was laid on the virtues 
of the torch as the arbiter of social disputes 
at the Social Democracy meetings on Sun- 
day sounded strangely familiar to a limited - 
number of people who happen to know an 
urpublished chapter of recent history,which 
in all likelihood would have escaped pub- 
licity for many years at least if it had not 
been recalled by the utterances of the Chi- 
cago followers of Eugene V. Debs. 

Not long after the Presidential election 
last year, and not long before the Social 
Democracy of America was launched by 
Eugene V. Debs, at a time when the disap- 
pointment over the'defeat of William Jen- 
nings Bryan and the free silver movement 
was most keen and bitter, a small circle of 


the more radical of the Nebraskan’s fuollow- — 


ers formed a plan to secure ‘* currency re- 
form ”’ in spite of the verdict of the polls, 
It was hatched with the utmost secrecy, and 
was never imparted to any but the most™ 
trusted of the set in which it originated. 

The man who originated or perfected the 
plan folded an ordinary sheet of note paper 
and upon the face wrote a demand for the 
enactment of legislation to rehabilitate sil- 
ver as a money metal. 

Turning the sheet over before unfolding it 
one found a formula for the manufacture of 
Greek fire. 


Addresses Follow Greek Fire. 


The second and third pages resembled @ 
political directory. One of them contained 
the supposed names and addresses of the 
officers of the local] branch of the organiza- 
tion that was to be formed to enforce the 
demand for silver legislation. 

On the opposite page appeared the names 
and business or home addresses of all the 
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wealthy people in the particular precinct” ' 


which was selected for illustration. 

A secret, oath-bound organization was to 
be formed, with ramifications extending 
from one end of the country to the other. 
Millions of copies of the currency-naptha 
sides of the leaflet just described were to be 
issued and distributed to the branches. 

With all secrecy the inner pages were to 
be filled out and suddenly, between two 
suns, the leaflets would make their appear- 
ance upon every billboard and the doors of 
thousands of homes in every city through- 
out the country. . 

It was intended to follow up this coup 
by presenting to Congress a monster peti- 
tion which was to be in readiness. It was 
expected even a Republican Congress would 
take the hint. 

The absence from the city of Chief of 
Police Kipley and Mayor Harrison rendered 
it impossible to learn authoritatively what 
attitude the present administration will 
assume toward such meetings as those held 
on Sunday by the Social Democracy. In- 
spector Schaack, however, declared posi- 
tively there is danger ahead if meetings of 
the Social Democracy stripe are not dis- 
couraged. 

“If those fellows want more rope they 
are starting out in the right way to find it,”” 
he said. “* Talk is cheap, but it easily leads 
to deeds of violence if unrestrained.

‘YELLOW JACK AT MOBILE 


IN THE CITY HOSPITAL. 


Dr. Guiteras in That City and Con- 
firms the Opinion of Other Medical 
Men — The Patient a Norwegian 
Sailor — Surgeon General Wyman 
Regards the Situation as Being 
Serious—Still Another Case in New 
Orleans—Deaths in Mississippi. 


Mobile, Ala:, Sept. 13.—The Board of 
Health met today and on adjournment Dr. 
George A. Ketchum, its President, author- 
ized the statement that one case of yellow 
fever had developed this morning at the 
City Hospital. The patient is a Norwegian 
sailor. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 13.—Official dis- 
patches from Mobile make the situation se- 
rious. Dr. Guiteras, the government ex- 
pert, reported a case of yellow fever at the 
City Hospital and also a suspect case, and 
added that he apprehended a serious out- 
break. At the same time Surgeon Carter 
telegraphed from Ocean Springs that four 
cases of yellow fever existed at Berkley, 
that there had been eight cases known to 
be yellow fever, and that two exposed 
physicians were at Vancleave and Scran- 
ton, practically under guard. The dispatch 
from Dr. Guiteras at Mobile is as follows: 

“ Have found one:case of yellow fever at 
the City Hospital. Norwegian, who has not 
been out of city; probably fatal termination. 
One suspicious case. 1 apprehend scrious 
outbreak. Every facility has been extended 
me here.”’ 

To this the Surgeon General telegraphed: 
“Wire occupation of Norwegian in City 
Hospital—how he could have contracted it.

The Surgeon General. also wired to Dr. 
Rhett Goode, President of the Board of 
Health of Mobile, asking him to telegraph 
an assurance that every measure is being 
taken to prevent a spread of the disease. 


NEW ORLEANS STILL AFFLICTED 


Cases of Yellow Fever Developing from 

the Contmgion at Ocean 

: Springs. 
New Orleans, La., Sept. 13.—The announce- 
ment of the ninth case of yellow fever in 
New Orleans, including the Gelpi death, was 
officially made by the Board of Health late 
this evening. The ninth case is Edward 
McGinty, a young man living immediately 
opposite a residence up-town where a child 
died from the fever that had been prevailing 
at Ocean Springs. McGinty had been a vis- 
itor to the family during their residence on 
the Mississippi coast and since their return 
to the city had been a constant visitor. 

Advices here are to the effect that most 

of the New Orleans colony at the Springs 
will take advantage of the opportunity pre- 
sented to them of getting back to the city 


few days. 

One of the fresh cases of yellow fever re- 
ported by Dr. Shannon yesterday at Ocean 
Springs proves to be Miss Goodrich of New 
Orleans, a niece of the woman who nursed 
Miss Schutze of St. Louis, who died of the 
yellow fever. It develops today that the 
yellow fever at Barkley, Miss., was imported 
from Ocean Springs. Mrs. Sanders, who was 
from Amsterdam, N. WNW, died in Ocean 
Springs and her body was taken to Barkley 
in a wagon. Soon after her husband and 
son died at Barkley with the disease, to- 
gether with two other persons, and other 
deaths are expected. 

Superintendent Dunn and General Agent 
Leake of the Illinois Central, who made a 
tour of Mississippi with Doctcrs Hunter and 
Quinn of the Mississippi Board of Health, 
returned to the city in their special car this 
morning. The results of their personal visit 
to the vartous towns would have been excel- 
lent had the Board of Health here not becn 
compelled yesterday to officially announce 
the existence of seven tases of yellow fever 
in New Orleans. Today every town 067 im- 
portance is quarantined against New 
Orlenas. 


NEW YORK OFFICIALS SCARED. 


Mrs. A. T. Shaw, a Passenger from the 
South, Dies on a Steamer from 
Jaundice. 


_ -—— --- 


New York, Sept. 13.—[Special.]—The offi- 
cials of the Coroner’s office, this city, were 
thrown into a state of excitement this morn- 
ing when a report was formally made to 
them of the death of Mrs. A. T. Shaw on 
board the steamship Comanche while on 
the way here fronf Southern ports. Mrs. 
Shaw was a well-known and wealthy society 
woman of Brooklyn. The fact of her death 
was reported by ‘‘ Deacon”’ 8S. V. White of 
210 Columbia Heights. 

The excitement was caused by the yellow 
fever scare and the supposition that the 
Comanche had come from one or more of the 
fever-stricken ports. The officers of the 
steamer Comanche say that Mrs. Shaw died 
from jaundice. 

Congressman White, a brother-in-law of 
Mrs. Shaw, remained on board the steam- 
ship awaiting the arrival of the Coroner to 
get the usual permit. He said Mrs. Shaw 
first became ill on July 24 at Ormond, Fla., 
about 100 miles from Jacksonville. She had 
a number of billous attacks, which ultimate- 
ly turned into jaundice, and the physicians 
at Ormond told her that she would have to 
go North or she would die. Mrs. Shaw was 
65 years old. 

Dr. Dillingham of the Health board as- 
sisted Coroner’s Physician Schultze in the 
investigation into Mrs. Shaw’s death. They 
decided that death was due to jaundice, and 
not yellow fever. The usual permit was 
then issued. 


Surgeon Wasdin Taken Ill. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 13.—Surgeon 
Wasdin, who has been at Ocean Springs for 
some time, was taken ill this forenoon. This 
information comes from Surgeon Murray, 
who did not state the nature of the illness, 
but Dr. Wyman supposes it to be yellow 
fever. Surgeon Murray has engaged a nurse 
and will care for him. Dr. Wasdin has been 
actively engaged since the outbreak of yel- 
low tever at Ocean Springs, and was present 
at the first autopsy at which the conclusion 
was reached that the disease was yellow 
Jack. 


Yellow Fever in Nicaragua. 


Managua, Nicaragua, Aug. 31.—Yellow 
fever has appeared at Leon, in western 
Nicaragua. Several natives have died of 
the disease recently and it is spreading.

HOW LOW WILL RON 


Issues a Letter Formally Ac- 
cepting the Nomination. 


HE TAKES A HIGH STAND, 


No Pledges Except Those Em- 
bodied in Official Oath. 


WILL GUARD CIVIL SERVICE 


New York, Sept. 13.—[Special.]—Seth 
Low’s letter formally accepting the nomina- 
tion of the Citizens’ union for Mayor of 
Greater New York, which has been so anx- 
iously awaited for the last week, arrived in 
New York tonight. Following is Mr. Low’s 
letter: 

“Messrs. Joseph Larouque and Others, 
Actirg on Behalf of the Citizens’ Union and 
Other Voters of the City of New York—Gen- 
tlemen: I accept with a deep sense of re- 
sponsibility the nomination that you offer 
me in your communication of Sept. 1. 

‘So far as the expression of popular de- 
sire which accompanies it implies confidence 
in me it will be a lifelong inspiration and a 
strong impulse, in the event of my election, 
to fulfill the expectation of those for whom 
you speak. I take it for granted that this 
nomination is offered subject to’ the ex- 
pressed condition stated in my letter to a 
committee of the Citizens’ union dated June 
7, which letter was used as the basis of your 
canvass, and in which I said that I could 
accept no nomination if there were at- 
tached to it any obligations, expressed or 
implied, in case of election, other than the 
obligation of the official oath as Mayor to 
make the interests of the city the para- 
mount concern in the discharge of every 
duty. 

Is a Republican. 

“‘I am a Republican, and I expect to ree 
main one, but I am completely in sympathy 
with the purpose of the Citizens’ union to se- 
cure a Mayor for the great city who shall 
be ‘free from all partisan obligations.’ Such 
a Mayor, if elected, I shall certainly be. In 
making appointments it shall be my en- 
deavor to fill every place with an eye single 
to the public good. The patronage of the 
city shall not be used, so far as it is in the 
Mayor’s power to prevent it, for the purpose 
of either strengthening or weakening one 
party or another, or any faction of any 
party. I shall try to make an administra- 
tion that will be honest, broad minded, effi- 
cient, and business-like, and considerate of 
the interests of every citizen. 

“ The civil service laws of the State shall 
be impartially enforced by such methods as 
will insure a practicable and reasonable test 
of fitness and the selection of suboidinate 
officers on their merits, irrespective of polit- 
ical influence, so as to afford a fair chance 
to every citizen, without regard to race, 
religious belief, or political athiiation. it 
shall be my endeavor to build up in all parts 
of the public service a spirit of hones* pride, 
based upon the weli-settied conviction on the 
part of every person in the city’s employ 
that, so long as his services are needed and 
he renders them faithfully and well, no in- 
fluence in the city shall be able to turn him 
out; while the moment he fails to do his 
duty no infiuence shall be strong enough to 
keep him in. 


For Local Self-Government. 

** Nothing is more vital to the welfare of 
the city, as I conceive, than that it be al- 
lowed by the Legislature to shape its own 
destinies in all matters that are purely lo- 
cal. I would wish the great city to bear its 


pire State, and willingly to bear its share of 
the burdens of the State; but, as concerns 
the city’s local affairs, it is not so mucha 
part of the State as it is the home of its in- 
habitants. 

“If I am elected I shall contend sturdily 
for the city’s right in such matters to govern 
itself. ! 

*“‘As to the public franchises, the Greater 
New York charter practically embodies the 
doctrine that the city shall not part ‘with 
the ownership of its franchises, but shall 
lease them for limited periods, subject to 
cecasional revision of the terms. I think 
legislation should be had, however, in addi- 
tion to the charter, that will enable the 
city to treat every consent to a change of 
power by street railroads as a new franchise. 
It is utterly unreasonable that because of 
defective legislation these valuable grants 
should continue to be given away without 
compensation to the city. 

‘As matters now stand these consents are 
granted by the State Railroad commission, 
and the city is deprived of aH opportunity 
to secure a return for them, either by way 
of a@ money payment or by imposing condi- 
tions calculated to secure a service thor- 
oughly in the interest of the public. 


Municipal Rapid Transit. 


“I am heartly in favor of carrying to as 
speedy completion as possible the municipal 
rapid transit system for which the people vu? 
the present City of New York voted in No- 
vember, 1894, and, if elected, I shall do 
everything in my power to facilitate com- 
munication between the various boroughs 
of the great city by means of bridges, tun- 
nels, and ferries. Nothing will do so much 


| as a complete system of intercommunication 


to unify the people of ail the boroughs into 
one municipality, and to secure for all parts 
of the city the maximum advantages of cor.- 
solidation. 

** Ishould gladly interest myself heartily in 
the schools and in all that concerns the 
higher life of the people and I should strive 
earnestly to promote every municipal inter- 
est that makes for the commercial and busi- 
ness prosperity of the city and the welfare 
of the citizens. The harbor and water front 
would command my especial care. 

**I believe that the labor laws of the State 
should be administered in the letter and in 
the spirit. This is the laborers’ right; and, 
in my judgment, it is eminently in the inter- 
est of the city. | 


Views on the Liquor Question. 


*‘No campaign in the City of New York 
turning on local issues can be conducted, in 
the present condition of excise legislation, 
without some reference to the excise ques- 
tion. The Raines law, in my belief, con- 
tains the germ of an excise system far better 
than that which it supplanted in that it has 
relieved the liquor traffic of the arbitrary 
control of excise boards and has substituted 
for this a grant of explicit rights that can be 
enforced at law. Where the Raines law 
fails as applied to New York, it fails be- 
cause it does not take into acrount 
the public sentiment of tthe city. 
New York, while characteristically 
an American city, is also, as the Germans 
say,a world city. It is cosmopolitan in fact 
and cosmopolitan in sentiment. Men in 
every sort of upbringing must be able to 
live in such a city happily and naturally, of 
course with due regard to the rights and 
convictions of others. + 

** Legislators on this subject should never 
forget that the excise law stands thidway 
between the laws that everybody believes 
in and the laws that nobody believes in, and 
that the effective public sentiment behind 
it locally is the only permanent force on 
which to depend in its administration. 

Should Reflect Public Opinion. 

“ For this reason, in my opinion, an excise 
law, so far as it affects the daily life and 
the habits of the people, should reflect the 
public opinion of the city. On such points 
in case of a radical difference of opinion, I 
should take the appeal of the people them- 
selves. ‘In a community like this I know of 
no better way to secure for an excise law 
the support of a public sentiment that will 
sustain its even enforcement. 

“The City of New York will have a 
population larger than that of most of 
the States of the Union, and larger

will bring to the position an intimate knowl- 
edge of the needs of the country in this di- 
rection. It is safe to say that there will be 
general approval of Mr. Farwell’s appoint- 
ment, not only among Chicago business- 
men, but throughout the West, and gratifi- 
cation at his acceptance of the position. 


Mayor HARRISON is reported to be cha- 
grined because a railroad company refused 
his request for transportation for a party of 
city officials going East on municipal busi- 
ness, and remarks that “ the matter will be 
remembered in the future when the railroad 
comes asking for favors."” Mayor Harrison 
has no cause to feel chagrined at the refusal 
of the railroad company. The city has no 
claim to free transportation. And, what is 
vastly more to the point, the railroad com- 
pany certainly has no right to “ ask for 
favors” of the city, nor have the officials 
a right to grant “ favors,’’ whether they 
receive transportation or not. Favors by 
public officials to railroad companies for 
transportation courtesies are dearly bought, 
and the practice is altogether too common 
for the public weal. If every official would 
be compelled to pay his railway fare and 
every railway company were compelled to 
perform its exact duties and obligations to 
the public the people would be served bet- 
ter and taxed less. 


A story has been printed to the effect that 
the State Board of Equalization, which 
added about 18 per cent to the Cook County 
assessment last year, may add 70 per cent 
to it this year. Were this done the total 
State assessment would be about 740 mil- 
lions, and that for this county would be 
3877 millions, leaving only 363 millions for 
the rest of the State. That would be only 
about 75 per cent of what it was last year. 
But the outside counties cannot stand a 
reduction of 25 per cent in their valuations. 
The inhabitants of those counties and the 
municipalities they contain might bé pleased 
to see more than half the State taxes paid 
by Cook, but if in order to do that the assess- 
ments*outside of Cook had to be cut down so 
much as to make it impossible to collect 
sufficient taxes to support county, city, and 
village governments the arrangement would 
not be profitable. Undoubtedly the percent- 
age of increase which the State board will 
fix will be larger than it was last year. Itis 
true that in 1873 the board doubled the local 
assessment, but in that year the total valua- 
tion was 1,355 millions. The board was able 
‘to raise Cook without cutting down other 
counties too much. 
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THE CHICAGO ANARCHISTS SPEAK OUT. 

As was expected, the more violent spirits 
among the members of the Social Democ- 
racy, Debs’ Anarchist organization, have 
lost no time in secking to utilize for their 
own incendiary purposes the recent de- 
plorable occurrences in Pennsylvania. 
They would not wait for the investigation 
which is to be made and which will deter- 
mine whether the Sheriff or the strikers 
should be held responsible for what hap- 
pened, but procecded on the assumption that 
the latter were hlameless. 

These inflammatory orators of the Social 
Democracy do not care whether they were 
blameless Gr not. Nor have they any per- 
sonal sympathy for the gtrikers, nor did 
they propose to aid them. The speakers 
at the mectings held Sunday of two Chi- 
cago branches of the Social Democracy 
simply availed themselves of the opportuni- 
ty to adopt lawless resolutions ind make 
lawless speeches. 

If the Sheriff or any of his deputies have 
transgressed the laws of Pennsylvania they 
are the cnly guilty partics and are punish- 
able by the tribunals created by the laws. 
But one set of Social Democrats declare 
that the offenses of which they ullege the 
Sheriff and his posse were guilty should 
be punished by the assassination of mil- 
lionaires and the burning of their property. 
Their resolutions declare that— 


Resolved, That while our present industrial con- 
dition lasts we firmly believe in the biblical idea 
of “‘an eye for an eye and a tooth for a tooth.”’ 
and interpret it to mean, when applied to the late 
well-planned massacre of our brothers in Penn- 
sylvania, that for every miner killed and wounded 
a millionaire should be treated in the same man- 
ner. 

Resolved, That we regard the deputies and the 
Sheriff, who have been the active agents in the 
slaughter of Sept. 10, as miere indirect instru- 
ments of our millionaire class. 

Reeolved, That we hold said class responsible 
for all such crimes, and regard the torch as the 
most successful weapon to wield against them. 

Resolved, That the first duty of the industrious 
citizen is to locate sald millionaires, and every 
time a toiler is maimed or murdered in their 
interests, to administer to them a dose of their 
own medicine. 


These resolutions do more than express 
the sentiments of those who adopted them 
as to the way in which the owners of an- 
thracite coal mines whose men are on a 
strike should be treated. They embody the 
feelings of the Anarchists who adopted 
them regarding all men who have had the 
ability to acquire a competence. 

One sanguinary individual named Fitz- 
gerald Murphy, the President of one aggre- 
gation of Debsites, announced that “ if I 
had my way I would kill twenty million- 
aires today to pay for the poor fellows who 
were shot down in Pennsylvania.” Mur- 
phy hates millionaires as a class because 
they have money. 

T. P. Quinn is another man who thirsts 
for blood. “ When the times comes,” said 
he, “I will not carry a musket; I will carry 
a torch and a knife, and I will carry both 
as far as I can.” That is the way he felt 
before there was any shooting done at 
Lattimer. He is governed by a blind, an- 
archistic hatred of those who have prop- 
erty. He would like ta put a torch to their 
homes and a knife to their throats. A man 
named Goodwin, feeling as Quinn does, 
declared that “I would attack property 
with a torch; I would destroy their fine 
palaces.” 

The members of one “branch” of the 
Social Democracy showed their ignorance 
of the favts in the case by assuming that 
the miners who were shot had beén en- 
joined and that their death was the result 
of“ government by injunction.” Had there 
been an jnjunction probably there would 
have been no lives lost. Nevertheless these 
Debsites proceed to declare that— 

Resolved, That we brand as murders the at- 


tempt to enforce these unlawfully issued injunc- 
tions, and assert that these writs furnish no legal

tered sentiments as revolutionary as any 
which ever fell from the lips of Spies or 
Parsons. Evidently there is to be a re- 
crudescence of anarchy under the leader- 
ship of Debs. 


GENERAL LEE’S REPORT FROM CUBA. 

There will be widespread interest in the 
report on the Cuban situation which Consul 
General Fitzhugh Lee has brought with 
him from Havana and is expected to com- 
municate officially to President McKinley 
at the beginning of the present week. Gen- 
eral Lee was one of the fortunate accidents 
of President Cleveland's administration, 
and while the buffetings to which he was 
subjected at the hands of Mr. Cleveland 
and the State department drove him more 
than once to the point of throwing up his 
position in disgust, he still continued to dis- 
charge his duty with a courage and im- 
partéality that have commanded the admira- 
tion of all parties. The length of time he 
has continued at his post sincg the 4th of 
March last has been a distinct expression 
of mutual respect and confidence between 
him and the administration so far as his 
policy in Cuba is concerned. 

That General.Lee returns from his field 
of duty with a large fund of accurate in- 
formation on the condition of affairs in 
the war stricken island may be readily as- 
Since his return to the States he 
has maintained a discreetly diplomatic si- 
lence on all questions of an official charac- 
ter affecting the relations of this country 
and Spain on Cuban affairs. This, how- 
ever, as appears from the special Washing- 
ton dispatch printed in yesterday’s Tris- 
UNE, has not prevented him from giving his 
views as to the present reiative position of 
the insurgents and General Weyler as the 
representative of the Spanish cause. 

To the vigorous policy of General Lee, 
backed by the administration during the 
last few months, has been due the fact 
that the American prisoners held by Gen- 
eral Weyler in Cuba have been generally 
released, leaving, in his judgment, less 
ground for interference on the part of the 
United States than existed months ago. 
This, however, does not affect the ground 
for indemnity for injury to American inter- 
ests in consequence of the manner in which 
the war has been carried on by Spain which 
may be demanded of the Spanish govern- 
ment. As to: the actual outcome of the 
war, General Lee appears to be of the 
opinion that the attitude of the United 
States will have little bearing. He is cred- 
ited with the assertion that the insurgents 
now have “the whip hand” of their ene- 
mies and are in a position to achieve their 
independence without outside assistance. 
This cenclusion seems to be well sustained 
by the report of the victories gained by the 
insurgents at Victoria de las Tunas and at 
Consolacion del Sur by # General 
Garcia within the last.few days. Should 
these reports be  ffinally confirmed 
they will go far to sustain the prediction of 
General Lee that before Christmas Wey- 
ler's army will be hemmed up in Havana 
by the victorious insurgents. 

When this stage is reached it will make 
little difference what may be the attitude 
of the United States or the instructions 
General Woodford has carried with him to 
the Spanish government at Madrid. ‘The 
end will be near at hand. The Spanish 
government has already strained its power 
to the utmost and now stands confronted by 
an empty treasury ahd the fear of a Carl- 
ist uprising at thé same time. On the ap- 
proach of winter it may be expected that 
the insurgents will receive large accessions 
of sympathizers with their cause, while 
they will have to. meet a discouraged and 
dissatisfied army, whose ranks have been 
decimated by disease and weakened by lack 
of food and by exposure in a tropical cli- 
mate. Under these cir¢umstances it need 
not be surprising if the Queen Regent, in- 
stead of taking umbrage at the ofter of 
intervention by the United States, should 
in the end accept it with thanks as a means 
of assisting her to let go her hold on a re- 
bellious provihce which is costing Spain 
more than it will ever be able to make out 
of it. 


DEBS AND SOVEREIGN PREACH REVOLT. 

Altgeld denounces “ government by in- 
junction ” and demands that it be “ over- 
thrown ” by the impeachment of all Judges 
who issue injunctions forbidding trespasses 
on property or any interference with men 
who are at work earning their living, or 
who issue injunctions which are not in per- 
fect accordance with the views of the 
walkiug delegates or the “ Master Work- 
man ” of the neighborhood. ' , 

Altgeld is as much of an Anarchist at 
heart as Debs or Sovereign or any of the 
other incendiaries who are now orating 
about “government by injunction.” But 
Altgeld is not as bold or reckless as the 
others are. They do not favor the slow 
process of impeachment. They urge a re- 
sorttoforce. They cry “ to arms.” 

At the Debs St. Louis convention Sov- 
ereign, who is at the head of the Knights 
of Labor, but who never stains or roughens 
his hands with toil, shrieked out: 

These injunctions of the federal courts must be 
violated. . By the gods, the people will 
abolish your court and reorganize this government. 
‘ Behind the injunctions stand the rifies, the 
gatling guns, and all the murderers money can 
buy. Let us meet them with guns! 

The resolutions which were adopted 
breathe the same spirit of lawlessness and 
of a determination to resort to arms sooner 
than allow the laws of the country to be 
enforced when their enforcement runs 
counter to the plans of anarchical, revolu- 
tionary demagogues. 

One resolution declares that— 


Our capitalistic class, as is again shown in the 
present strike, is armed, and has not only police- 
men, Marshals, Sheriffs, and deputies, but also 
@ regular army and militia, in order to enforce 
government by injunction, suppressing lawful 
assemblage, free speech, and the right to the 
public highway, while, on the other hand, the 
laboring men of the country are unarmed and de- 
fenseless, contrary to the words and spirit of the 
constitution of the United States. 


Presidents, Governors, Sheriffs, Con- 
gresses, and Legislatures are elected by the 
people. So are State Judges in nearly all 
the States. If executive officers or legis- 
lators make any use of the power vested in 
them which the people do not like the people 
can elect others who will undo what their 
predecessors have done. They did not like 
the MeKinley tariff, and they had it re- 
pealed. They did not like the Wilson tariff, 
and they had that repealed. 

Citizens have the ballot given them in 
order that the government may be admin- 
istered as seems best to a majority of them. 
Not the “capitalistic class” but the ma- 
jority of the people control the army and 
the militia. It is because Debs and Sov- 
ereign know that they have not a majority 
of the people on their side that they propose 
to use force to carry out their purposes and 
reject the ballot, which is the freeman’s 
weapon. 

After telling the laboring men that they 
are “ unarmed and defenseless ” Debs and 
Sovereign urge them to arm themselves in 
another resolution; as follows: 

Cheng ne That no nation in which the people are 
or ee long remain a free — 
@itiaens 


constitution of the United States, which reads as 
follows: 

The right of the people to keep and bear arms 
thall not be infringed. | 

The sentence taken from the constitution 
will not be found in article 2, but if the 
second amendment. The dishonesty of 
Debs will be apparent when that amend- 
ment and the fragment of it which is quoted 
are put side by side:

The constitution directs that the people 
may be allowed to keep and bear arms in 
order that they may be able to serve in the 
militia—that militia which is called “‘ the 
security of a free State,” but which Debs 
denounces as the security of the “ capital- 
istic class.” Debs does not call on laboring 
men to arm themselves that they may join 
the militia but that they may fight the mili- 
tia. That is the same advice Spies and 
Parsons geve. 

Debs and Soverefgn want the laboring 
men to arm themselves to prevent the exe- 
cution of the laws and the enforcement of 
injunctions. . What do those injunctions 
order? They order one set of men not to 
harm, interfere with, oppress, and intimi- 
date another set of men and deprive them 
of an opportunity to sell their labor and 
earn a living. They order one set of men 
to keep off the property of another set and 


not interfere with the latter in the use and | 


enjoyment of that property. 

Debs declares that— ) 

From Justices of the Supreme Court all judicial 
power is allied against labor. The organized 
forces of society are against labor, and if labor is 
to be free it must do it itself. | 

How is “judicial power allied against 
labor” when that power is used to stop 
mobs from assaulting and intimidating la- 
borers? Hotw can the “ judicial power” 
transgress the law or interfere with con- 
stitutional rights by ordering the keeping of 
the peace? The only “ rights ” -which are 
invaded are what the Anarchists call 
“ rights "—the right to terrorize, to plun- 
der, to murder, to violate with impunity 
every law on the statute books. 

Those are the “ rights ’”’ for which Debs 
and Sovereign are contending and they de- 
nounce the courts because courts stand 
in their way. Two weeks hence they will 
hold another convention in this city. Reso- 
Iutions will be adopted more violent than 
those agreed on at St. Louis and speeches 
uttered more inflammatory than those de- 
livered there. 

It is the duty of those labor leaders who 
are not Anarchists to warn their people to 
beware of these dangerous demagogues 
who are endeavoring to lead workingmen 
into armed revolt against the laws of their 
country. There is no other logical conclu- 
sion to all these appeals to “arm your- 


selves.” 


SECRET HISTORY OF THE REBELLION. 
The Galveston Daily News calls upon 
Judge John H. Reagan, who was -Jeff 
Davis’ Postmaster General during the civil 
war and is now the last surviving member 
of the Confederate Cabinet for that period, 
to write out the secret history of the Con- 
federacy during its closing days. It says: 

Historians have guessed at the sentiment of the 
Confederate Cabinet by its action, but what was 
back of the action, what the opinions of the in- 
dividual members and the arguments through 
which the conclusion was reached are to this 
day insolvable problems to most people. No 
other man can do it. Certainly, Judge Reagan 
could not round off a life of honorable service 
at home and elsewhere better than by contrib- 
uting from the storehouse of his intimate know!l- 
edge a volume that would add much to the sum 
of history ahd enable the world to get a clear 
and accurate view of what has heretofore been 
but cloudy reminiscence end fitful speculation. 
And in the performance of such a duty there 
could be no violation of confidence, no intrusion 
upon personal feelings. It would be the ante- 
mortem statement of a government that has long 
since passed away forever. 

Undoubtedly a*judicious and candid—not 
to say strictly impartial—hjtory of the 
period referred to, written from the stand- 
point and with the knowledge of a partici- 
pant in its important events, would tend to 
throw light upon many circumstances now 
but little understood or not understood at 
all, and have a value not possessed by any 
work now in existence from that side. 
The histories of Davis and Stephens—the 
one the putative President of the Confed- 
eracy and the other its Vice President— 
though interesting, are rather mude up of 
personal reminiscences and attem)} ts te vin- 
dicate or justify the positions maintained 
by the authors. A history, to be of actual 
and permanent value, should be the recital 
of actual facts, leaving the reader to draw 
his own conclusions. This is not permitted, 
especialiy in the case of Davis’ history, as 
his own dominant personality is wrought 
into the work, and he is so intense a par- 
tisan, and so anxious to indoctrinate his 
realers with his own opinions, that strict 
impartiality cannot be expected. Besides 
all this, when they wrote, the class of events 
to which the Galveston paper refers—. e.: 
the “secret history ” of the Confcderacy— 
Was regarded as, in a certain sense, too 
sacred to be told on the printed page, but 
rather as matter to be retained in confi- 
dence by those who were actors or partici- 
pants in them. 

Whether or not Judge Reagan is the man 
to do this work successfully, it cannot be 
denied that he was in a position to acquire 
knowledge of circumstances and events 
which would be indispensaltle to the suc- 
cessful performance of the task, and none 
would more heartily welcome a work of 
this character, execnted without passion or 
partisan prejudice and with reference to 
the real, colorless facts of history, than 
those who sustained the cause of the union 
during that period. 


THE HAWAIIAN QUESTION. 
The Republican national platform of 1896 
declares: 


The Hawalian Islands should be controlled by- 


the United States and no foreign power should be 
permitted to interfere with them. 


A foreign power is actively interfering 
with them, and that foreign power is Japan. 
Recent advices, both from Hawaii and 
Japan, lead to the conclusion that the 
latter intends acquiring the islands to pre- 
vent them from being amnexed to the 
United States. The reply of Japan to the 
government of Hawaii is evidence enough 
of its intentions. If its demands were ac- 
cepted Hawaii would be compelled to sub- 
mit to arbitration both its treaty making 
power and its right to protect itself against 
a class of immigrants whom it does not 
want. In other words, it is called upon by 
this insolent nation to surrender both its 
law-making and its treaty-making powers, 
If this is not interference with the preroga- 
tives of a sovereign republic, what is it? 

The government of Hawaii has not been 
deceived by this demand of Japan. It has 


declined to go any further with the nego- 


tiations until it knows just exactly what 
Japan is willing to arbitrate. If Japan's 
reply is unsatisfactory, then it will be the 
duty as it will be the pleasure of the Dole 
government to lay the whole matter before 
the United States government for advice 
and instructions. 

There is but one way for this government 


to prevent any further Japanese in- 


terference with our midway Pacific 
station, and that is promptly to annex 
it. The treaty of annexation has al- 
ready been negotiated and formally 
signed. It has been ratified by the Hawaiian 
Senate. All that remajns to make it bind- 
ing is for our own Senate to ratify it, and 
that should be its first duty upon the re- 
assembling of Congress. If that is done 
there will be no further interference. If it 
is not done Japan wil] make the effort to 
seize the islands and we shall be involved in 
war. Meanwhile the government must not 
go to sleep over this matter. How fastare 
the three new battleships ordered by Con- 
gress last winter progressing? How much 
of each one has been constructed? How are 
the new torpedo boats getting along? We 
may possibly need these big fighting ships 
long before they are ready to take a band 
in defense of our national interests. This 
business must be expedited. It would be 
both disgraceful and humiliating to sur- 
render Hawaii to this Asiatic power. The 
administration should reread the Repub- 
lican platform. “The Hawaiian Islands 
should be controlled by the United States; 
no foreign power should be permitted to in- 
terfere with them,” and it should act upon 


those instructions.

DUTY OF JURORS AND JUDGES. 

The new jury law will soon be in good 
working order. The Judges oppinted ex- 
cellent commissioners. They are perform- 
ing their duties faithfully and intelligently. 
The public must have compared the names 
of the men drawn to serve on the list grand 
jury with those drawn while the County 
Commissioners were in control, and must 
have been struck by the great and gratify- 
ing difference. 7 

I+ is true that the constitutionality ot the 
law has been challenged, and the Supreme 
Court will have to pass on the objections 
which have been raised to it. But it is 
reasonably certain that the Supreme Court, 
aware as it is of the wretched condition into 
which the jury system in this county had 
fallen, will not declare null and void a law 
under which the courts always can obtain 
good juries. 

Assuming that the law is to be sustained 
one thing remains to be guarded against in 
order that the full benefits of the new ays- 
tem may be secured. That is the inclina- 
tion on the part of so many men who have 
all the qualifications of good jurors to escape 
serving. Such men have claimed in the 
past, with some apparent plausibility, that 
they disliked to serve along with the tough 
materia! so often found in the jury box. 

That ground of objection has been done 
away with by the new law, which will 
bring about a great change in the personnel 
of juries. Henceforth no man can give a 
valid reason for declining to comply with 
his duty as a citizen and serve on a jury 
when his turn comes around. That will 
not be more than once in four or five years if 
all those who ought to serve de so. 

It may be taken for granted that no busi- 
ness-man likes to sit ona jury. It always 
interferes more or less with his regular ec- 
cupations. Yet whenever a case comes up 
in which he is interested he 1s exceedingly 
anxious to see a good jury impancled. For 
years the business-men of this city have 
been complaining of the bad quality of the 
juries, 

That which a man expects of others when 
his interests are involved, he shculd do for 
others when their interests are at stake. 
Jury service is one of those reciprccal duties 
which no man should seek toevade. There- 
fore every reputable citizen who is not ex- 
empt from jury service ought to be willing 
toputup withthe brief inconvenience which 
occasional service will cause him. Whether 
merchant or shopkeeper, banker or munu- 
facturer, he should be ready to discharge 
his duty as a good citizen. 

But supposing they are not willing to do 
that? Then the Judges should see that 
they do serve when drawn unless they have 
some valid excuse. It may hapven often 
that at the time when a man is summoned 
it may be peculiarly awkward for him to 
serve. If he will agree to report for duty 
one or two weeks latér the Judge may well 
excuse him for the time being. But when 
men try to evade jury duty altogether, then 
the Judges should turn a deaf ear to their 
pleas. 

Citizens should be willing to perform their 
duty. Judges should not be too yielding 
with these who seek to escape the call of 
duty. Then there will always be an abun- 
dance of competent jurors, while no man 
will have to serve more than once in four or 
five years, 


THE DUTY OF SUPPLYING GOLD. 
A correspondent asks: “ How will the 


general condition of affairs be improved if 
the obligation of furnishing gold is shifted 
from the general government to the banks?” 
' The gencral government undertook this 
obligation of furnishing gold when it re- 
sumed specie payment, announcing that it 
was ready to redeem the greenbacks on 
demand, and at the same time declared it 
would not cancel those evidences of in- 
debtedness when redeemed, but would re- 
issue them. 

Consequently for over twenty-eight years 
there have been outstanding from 356 to 
470 millions of government demand notes. 
All that any one who wanted gold for any 
purpose had to do to get it was to take 
these demand notes to the Treasury and 
iusist on their redemption. 

lf at any time during those years the 
government had failed to redeem in gold 
on demand the greenbacks would have 
fallen below par. So would all other kinds 
of paper money and also the silver dollars. 
But as the greenbacks and silver dollars 
are a lawful tender all credits not made 
payable specifically in gold would have 
been affected. If the greenbacks had fallen 
only 10 per cent below par the value of all 
credits, whether bank deposits or notes or 
mortgages, would have been scaled 10 per 
cent. 

When a government makes its paper 
money a legal tender and then fails to re- 
deem it and allows it to drop below par all 
relations existing between debtor and cred- 
itor are affected. The mischief done is 
universal. The government has failed to 
pay its debt, which is bad enough, but by 
failing to do so has changed the money 
standard and altered all existing contracts. 

It is because of the serious consequences 
which may happen that enlightened En- 
ropean nations will not have anything to 
do with legal tender government paper 
money. They let the banks do what the 
United States has unwisely attempted to 
do—that is, to furnish gold to all who need 
it to pay International trade balances or 
for other purposes. The United States 
government was not in the gold furnishing 
business between 1789' and 1879. It left 
that to the banks. It was a great mistake 
for the government ever to go into that 
business. The greenbacks should have 
been canceled gradually and not reissued. 
Then there would have been no “ endless 
chain” and no necessity for bond sales to 
get gold. 

To make matters worse the Treasury 


has not the means it ought to have to get 


? ; 


gold. 


It cannot sell gold bonds to get 
gold, and though Congress has been ap- 
pealed to again and again to put the Treas- 
ary in a position where there would be no 
doubt of its ability to redeem the demand 
notes it hrs failed to act. | 

Supposing there were no legal tenders. 
Supposing the national banks were re 
quired to redeem their notes, which would 
not be a legal tender, in gold on demand 
Then when importers and others needed 
gold they would go to the banks for it. 
Supposing—though the supposition is im- 
possible—that the banks had not all the 
gold that was needed and suspended specie 
payment. &till the relations of debtor and 
creditor throughout the United States 
would remain unaltered. No debtor would 
be able to pay his creditor in depreciated 
money. Gold would remain the money 
standard. 

But as the experience of England, France, 
and Germany shows—and there is some 
financial intelligence in those countries— 
banks can be relied on with confidence to 
furnish gold when needed. And why should 
they not be? When an emergency arises 
banks can act with an energy, a rapidity, 
and a directness which is impossible to any 
ordinary government, especially when it is 
tied down by laws which make action al- 
most impossible. : 

It is the business of the government to 
coin money. A paper currency is needed 
because of its convenience. If the banks, 
under government supervision, furnish that 
currency, redeemable in gold on demand, 
they will find the gold whén needed. Or 
if the legal tenders are not canceled then 
the Secretary of the Treasury must have 
unlimited power to sell gold bonds to keep 
those legal tenders at par, and thus make 
a slump in the currency impossible. 


THE latest dispatches throw doubt on the 
correctness of the report that one-fifth of 
the reserve of the Bank of England is to be 
silver. One of the senior governors of the 
bank doubts if any opinion has been-re- 
corded or any determination come to at all. 
He states that the Times’ report— 

Seems founded on a supposition of what may or 
may not have arisen in the necessary preliminary 
discussions with regard to the watering of the 
bank’s reserve with silver on the conditions men- 
tioned in 1881. 

Those conditions were: ‘‘ The return of the 


mints of other countries to such rules as 
would insure conversion of gold into silver 
and of silver into gold.” It was found im- 
possible to secure such rules in 1881 when 
silver was worth 114 cents an ounce. The 
difficulty of securing them is no less now, 
when silver is about 56 cents an ounce, hay- 
ing fallen over 50 per cent In sixteen years. 
It seems to be certain that the bank has 
not decided to ‘‘ water its reserve with sil- 
ver.’ If it had such an inteption the vehe- 
ment protest of the business classes must 
deter it from taking such action. 


— 


A Costa Rica dispatch states that that 
Central American republic has adopted the 
gold standard and freed its people from the 
yoke of the depreciating silver standard. 
No details are given, but it is stated that 
Congress and the President concur in the 
decision that the time has come to adopt the 
world’s monetary standard. It Is reported 
also that Salvador will probably imitate the 
example of Costa Rica in a few days, and 
that Guatemala will do ao at the next session 
of Congress. This is not so certain, how- 
ever, for the appearances are that there will 
be a revolutionary outbreak in Guatemala 
s00n, which may interfere with legislation 
on any subject. But sooner or later all the 
Central and South American States will 
fall into line and abandon a _ worthless 
standard. Eveg Mexico will doso, though it 
is asserted now that it has no intention of 
doing so at any time. As the material in- 
terests of the country develop and increase, 
the men who represent those interests will 
demand the abandonment of a fluctuating 
standard, and their demand will be granted.

HELLER TALKS IN DENVER. 


Once Worked for Luetgert and Believes 
the Latter Desired His Ab- 
sence. 


Denver, Colo., Sept. 13.—Joseph Heller, a 


commission broker doing business in this 
city, was a salesman in the employ of 
Adolph L. Luetgert in Chicago previous to 
his arrest. 

“I was in the employ of the Luetgert 
sausage factory for two seasons,”’ said Mr. 
Heller today. ‘‘I was in the South on the 
Sth of May, when the failure was announced, 
I went immediately to Chicago after my 
money.”’ 

Here Mr. Heller exhibited his claim against 
the company for $354, and continued: 


now. Our modern Samson armed himself 
with a sesamoidal, and the first thing he 
wanted to know was the derivation of that 
word. Professor Bailey, after a moment's 
respectful consideration, replied that if he 
had ever known what it came from he had 
forgotten. Probably from sesame, a kind of 
grain, the bone in question being of the 
shape of a grain ofcornorwheat... . 


Goes for the Professor Again. 


It was very warm in the courtroom; Mr. 
Vincent was always bending his head down 
sideways to drink a draft of expert wis- 
dom from his expert just behind the desk, 
and then would straighten up and go for the 
professor afresh. .. . 

To the vulgar apprehension all sesamoids 
are as alike as two peas, and very like peas 
into the bargain. It had been expected that 
Bailey would get mixed when handfuls of 
these peas were thrust upon him, and he was 
asked to say which was horse, which fox, 
which woman, and which cat. But there 
turned out to be two obstacles in the way; 
first, all sesamoids differ, though by minute 
differences; and secondly, because the pro- 
fessor declined to say positively which was 
dog and which was woman, except after 
having seen the bone in connection with its 
proper bone environment. He would ex- 
press an opinion; but until the defense sesa- 
moids were placed upon the same footing 
as the prosecution sesamoids he would not 
promise to go further. Of course, this took 
a good deal of the wind out of the sails 
which the defense had been spreading. ... 


Difference in Students. 

Question presently arose as to the dif- 
ference between a “ rounded surface " which 
characterized the sesamoid of the prosecu- 
tion, and which was ascribed by Bailey to 
the wearing of a tight shoe, and a ridge, 
which marked some animal sesamoids. An 
effort was made to confuse the professor on 
this point, but, like all the former attempts, 
it completely failed. The harder this man 
was hammered, the more destructive did his 
knowledge become to the cause of the pris- 
oner. The difference between a man of or- 
iginal research and a book-student was 
never more tellingly displayed. Points were 
elicited which had not been brought out on 
direct examination; but they told the ng 
way. This matter about the rounded sur- 
face being caused by a tight shoe, for ex- 
ample, was now mentioned for the first 
time: but it was a calamity for the defense, 
inasmuch aS Mrs. Luetgert was known to 
have been much addicted to wearing tight 
shoes. . + « JULIAN HAWTHORNE.

Jack Leslie by so-called Captain Cruik- 
shank excite immense interest in English 
society. Cruikshank, a commenplace, rather 
seedy looking fellow, seems to be endowed 
with extraordinary plausibility. He _ in- 
duced these three experienced women of the 
world to part with $7,500 on promise of 4u0 
per cent return on some venture of his, en- 
titled a railway syndicate, of the existence 
of which they never demanded any evi- 
dence. 

Their confidence was gained first by the 
fact that Cruikshank was introduced by 
Mr. Cadogan, a relative of Earl Cadogan, 
Viceroy of Ireland. Mrs. Leslie and Mrs. 
Moreton Frewen kept all knowledge of their 
transactions from their husbands, expecting 
to have a pleasant surprise for them when 


their fortunes had been made by Cruik- 


shank’s syndicate. They are merely a few 
of the women Cruikshank victimized, only 
one man being among his dupes. The 
police have evidence against him of frauds 
to the extent of $75,000, but he maintains 
that the railway syndicate was a genuine 
undertaking, and that the complainants in- 
vested their money knowing:-its risk, with 
their eyes open, expecting a big return. 

An effort was first made by Lady Ran- 
dolph Churchill and others to recover their 
money by civil process, which failed, and 
the prosecution is now in the hands of the 
crown. They feel their position acutely, 
fearing the chaff of their friends for suc- 
cumbing so easily to the wiles of a seedy 
adventurer. 


MESSAGE IS SIGNED “ ANDREE.” 


Exhausted Carrier Pigeon Falls Near 
Logansport, Ind., with a Letter 
Which Raises Excitement. 


Loganspert, Ind., Sept. 13.—Excitement 
prevails in this vicinity over the capture of 
a carrier pigeon with a message signed 
“Andree.”” The writing is in Ionglish, vut 
it is thought the explorer sent out the mes- 
sages in all languages. 

The bird was first seen to fly over a small 
town called idaville, near here, ana was 
next seen when it alighted on ’armer W eek- 
man’s house in an exhausted condition. its 
capture was easy, but in getting the bird 
down it was injured and died this morning. 

Its right foot had a small aluminium band 
around it, on which was inscribed ** No. 21” 
and the letter "*A.’’ Under the left wing was 
a parchment containing some badly dis- 
figured writing, out of which only the fol- 
lowing could beread: ““Ang. 2. Pole,’ aud 
the next was erased. ‘hen came the sizgna- 
ture, *‘Andree.”’ 

The action of the wing had worn the 
parchment and erased the writing. ‘Ihe 
whole had been tied on the body. ofr the bird, 
and while not loose, had evidentiy been in 
all kinds of weather. At first it was thougnt 
@ practical joke had been played, but the 
exhausted condition of the bird disproves 
that. 


BERNHARDT’S NARROW ESCAPE 


Barely Saved from Death While Climb- 
ing Among the Cliffs at Belle 
Isle-en-Mer. 


Paris, Sept. 13.—The Figaro today says 
that Sarah Bernhardt recently had a nar- 
row escape from death at Belle Isle-en-Mer, 
Department of Morbihan, while endeavoring 
to reach the seashore via the cliffs. 

After descending a short distance Mme. 
Bernhardt was unable to advance or retreat. 
Her shrieks for help attracted the attention 
of a bather, who climbed up to her side and 
seized her just as the bowlder to which she 
was clinging broke away, and thus she was 
saved from being crushed to death. 

The actress and her rescuer lost their foot- 
ing and rolled down the cliffs to the sea, 
where they were rescued by a passing boat. 
While Mme. Bernhardt was only slightly 
bruised her rescuer was seriously injured. 

The bather to whom the actress owes her 
rescue was thé Marquis d’Harancourt, au- 
thor of “‘ The Passion Play,’’ in which Bern- 
hardt appeared as the Virgin Mary. They 
have been visiting together at Belle Isle- 
on-Mer. The Marquis fell heavily upon.the 
rocks, and will probably be confined to his 
room for several weeks. 


WILL ADOPT SALISBURY’S PLAN. 


Ambassadors Have Full Instructions 
Enabling Them to Arrange 
Grecian Revenues. 


London, Sept. 14.—The morning papers 
contain dispatches from Constantinople as- 
serting that all the Ambassadors are now in 
receipt of instructions enabling them to 
come to a full agreement on the basis Of 


Lord Salisbury’s proposals for the constitu-_ 


tion of an international commission repre- 
senting the six powers to assume control 
of the revenues with which Greece will guar- 
antee the payment of interest to the holders 
of old bonds, as well as payment of the in- 
demnity loan. 

Tewfik Pasha, the Turkish Foreign Min- 
ister, has renewed his protest on behalf of 
Turkey at the “ needless delay in arriving 
at a settlement.” 

Accord fig to authoritative reports the 
treaty of peace may now be signed at any 
moment; It is understood that £1,000,000 
Turkish will be paid to the Turkish govern- 
ment through the Imperial Ottoman Bank 
as soon as the evacuation of Thessaly com- 
mences. One of the factors calculated to 
hasten the evacuation is contributed by the 
great sufferings of the Turkish army in 
Thessaly. The troops are almost decimated 
by disease, a circumstance which the Turk- 
ish “es ooeneae sedulously endeavor to con- 
ceal. :

DON M. DICKINSON’S ARGUMENT 


Heard by the Bering Sea Commis- 
sion in Behalf of This 
Country. 


Halifax, N. 8., Sept. 13.—The arguments 
before the Bering Sea commission in behalf 
of Great Britain were concluded on Satur- 
day. This morning Don M. Dickinson 
ppened the case for the United States. He 
referred at some length to the question of 
arbitration, which, he said, had in some in- 
stances been a failure for various reasons. 
Arbitrators had been chosen from rulers 
rather than,the judiciary, but the people 
who were trying to secure arbitration asa 
guarantee of peace were learning that the 
most successful choice was from the judi- 
Ailary trained to impartiality. 

The treaty failed because it was uncer- 
tain as to how the general propositions 
phould be applied. 

He referred to the claim of insult to the 
British flag by the United States. It was one 
of the glories of the motherland, inherited 
by his country, that only once had England 
been insulted and then the world resounded 
with shots in answer. He laid down a gen- 
eral proposition that a domiciled party could 
not apply for protection to the country of 
his original sovereignty unless he had first 
attempted to do so under the laws of the 
country by which he was domiciled. He was 
not prepared to admit that the United States 
was so uncivilized that a British subject 
could not get justice within its borders. He 
argued that there could not be any allow- 
ance for tstimating the catch, because there 
is no manner of measuring such cases, 


SHE WANTS TO TALKIN AMERICA 


Louise Michel the Notorious French 
‘Anarchist, to Visit the United 
States. 


Paris, Sept. 13.—Loulse Michel, the no- 
torious French Anarchist, is going to the 
United States in October. She will be ac- 
companied by prominent English An- 
archists, and they will undertake a speech- 
making tour in America for the purpose of 
advancing the Anarchist propaganda. Mme. 
Michel believes that the prevailing labor 
troubles make the present time advan- 
tageous for spreading Anarchist doctrines. 
In the meantime a fortnight’s similar cam- 
paign in Belgium will be closely watched by 
the European police. 

The State department at Washington has 
instructed all the Ministers and Consuls of 
the United States to promptly notify the 
home government of the departure of An- 
archists for the United States. It is under- 
stood that the authorities at Washington, 
through their representatives abroad, are in 
communication with the European police, 
and are cojperating with the European anti- 
Anarchist movement, which was inspired by 
the assassination of the Premier of Spain, 
Sefior Canovas del Castillo, by Angiolillo, 
the Italian Anarchist. 

The United States government, therefore, 
will be notified of the departure of Louise 
Michel, and doubts are expressed here. as 
to whether she will be allowed to land. 

Washingtcn, DL. C., Sept. 14.—Secretary 
Gage declined to state at present what 
action, if any, would be taken by the 
government to prevent the 
Louise Michel. ‘The matter, however, will 
be given serious consideration. Mr. ow- 
derly is strongly opposed to allowing toreign 
Anarchists and other general disturberasa of 
the peace to land, and he will take all proper 
means to prevent Louise Micheli and oihers 
of her class from preaching her incendiary 
doctrines in the United States. 


RELIEF FOR STARVING ERIN. 


Reported That Duchess of York Will 
Appeal to England for Help 
for Ireland’s ‘Poor. 


London, Sept. 13.—It is reported that the 
Duchess of York will shortly issue an appeal 
in behalf of the Irish who are threatened 
with famine, similar to the appeal which the 
Princess of Wales made in behalf of the 
London poor at the time of the preparations 
for the Queen’s jubilee celebrations. 

John E. Redmond, the. Parnellite leader 
and member of Parliament for Waterford, 
in an interview upon the prospects of fam- 
ine in Ireland, is quoted as saying: 

“The failure of the crops. especially the 
potato crop, means that a large section of 
the people of Ireland will soon be on the 
verge of ‘starvation. It is already report- 
ed that the inhabitants of many places in 
Connaught are eating bread which in ordi- 
nary times is regarded as a luxury, and is 
rot used except when potatoes are unob- 
tainable. ; 

“Agricultural experts have information 
to the effect that the present harvest is the 
worst since 1870, which was the most dis- 
tressing recorded during the present gen- 


eration, and the sufferings of the poor dur- 


ing the eight months threaten to almost 
equal the horror of the famine of 1846. All 
the Boards of Guardians are providing for 
a large increase of poverty, necessitating 
doubling the rates in some districts. But 
immediate steps must be taken by the gov- 
ernment if the people are to be saved.”’

Washington, D. C., Sept. 13.—United States 
Vice Consul Bernhard at Tegucigalpa, Hon- 
duras, reports to the State department that 
the American schooner Alice Vane has been 
confiscated and the crew imprisoned for 
smuggling at the point of Omoa on the north 
coast of Honduras. He is giving attention 
to the case. :

STAMPEDE TO SULPHUR CREEK. 


Five Hundred Miners Leave the Klon- 
dike for the New Dig- 


gings. 


Seattle, Wash., Sept. 13.—Sulphur Creek, 
a brancn of Dominion Creek, which is a 
tributary to the Indian River, is the scene 
of the latest gold excitement in the Klon- 
dike. From accounts of the new district 
brought down on the schooner Southcoast 
it seems that the new diggings will rivul 
even the famous Bonanza and Eldorado. 
Gold was found just below the surfate 
running $34 to the pan. Two men took out 
$300 in a day by simply prospecting their 
claims. A stampede followed the reports of 
the new finds, which reached Dawsop City 
Aug. 15. In a week 500 men had crossed 
the mountains between Eldorado Creek and 
Dominion Creek. They traveled day and 
night, and in two weeks the whole stream 
was staked out. 

This information, the first authentic story 
of Sulphur Creek, was given today by John 
E. Light of Chicago, Ill. He left Dawson 
on the steamer Bella Aug. 18. He owns a 
claim on Sulphur Creek. He says: 

‘* When I first heard of the strike on Sul- 
phur Creek I went over the mountains toa 
investigate it. I spent one day with two 
brothers, the McKinnon boys of Wellington, 
B. Cc. I saw them take out $300 in one day 
from simply sinking two prospect holes. 
The formation is the same as at: Eldorado 
Creek, and Sulphur Creek bears the same 
relation to Dominion as does Eldorado to 
Bonanza. The streams empty into the In- 
dian River. They are just across the divide 
from Klondike. 

‘* Of course, when the news of the new dis- 
covery reached Dawson there was a great 
stampede, and hundreds left the Klondike 
for Sulphur Creek. It is all staked out 
now.”

MAYOR HARRISON IN PITTSBURG 


He and His Associates Inspect the 
Garbage Plans of the Ameri- 
can Reduction Company. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Sept. 13.—[Special.]—Mayor 
Carter Harrison of Chicago, accompanied by 
Commissioner of Public Works L. E. Mc- 
Gann and John Fitzsimons of the Chicago 
Street Cleaning department, arrived in Pitts- 
burg. today. They came in over the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad, which line they 6¢- 
lected after they had been refused passes 
over the Pennsylvania lines. Mayor Harri- 
son, however, says he will not retaliate. 

The Mayor and his party spent considera- 
ble time inspecting the garbage plant of the 
American Reduction company. The princi- 
pal owner of the plant, which has contracted 
with the city for the removal of garbuge, Is 
State Senator William Flynn, who, with 
Henry McDonald, put ina bid toe! ect a sim- 
ilar plant in Chicago and take a five-year 
contract to remove the garbage of tha: city. 

The garbage here is collected daily in cast 
iron wagons and hauled toa furnace on the 
north bank of the Monongahela River and 
burned. From the refuse the company man- 
ufactures a fertilizer and lubricating oil. 
There is a big revenue from the sale of these 
by-products. 

The Chicago officials spent several hours 
in the plant. So far as its efficiency goes 
they said it was a success. There is nv odor 
from burning garbage. Mayor Harrison 
begged to be excused from expressing an 
opinion on the system he will recommend. 
He said: 

‘* Wee will be out all of this week inspect- 
ing garbage plants and no time will be lost 
in securing the best system possible for 
(Chicago. I always thought Pittsburg was 
a dirty hole, but was surprised to find the 
streets of the city better than those of Chi- 
cago. We drove through an alley today 
that was a revelation. Instead of being 
littered up with refuse heaps, manure boxes, 
and garbage cans it was a clean thorough- 
fare where people were walking. Ina 
couple of years we will have such alleys 
in Chicago. The first thing to do is to pave 
them well and then see that they are kept 
clean. We propose to do this.”’

More, Lieutenant O'Brien declares that 
Aiken, in trying to build for himself a repu- 
tation as a hero, first shot an imaginary 
burglar, whose imaginary hat, dark lantern, 
and plunder he captured, and then followed 
up his scheme by writing threatening notes 
to himself. . 

Aiken, his mother, uncle, and the servant 
indignantly deny the charges. 

Early last Thursday morning residents of 
the vicinity of Calumet and Prairie avenues 
were thrown into excitement by the. noise of 
a shot. Policemen, too, heard the report, 
and in the alley found young Aiken, who ex- 
hibited a hat pierced with bullets, a dark 
lantern, and a bundle of plunder, which 
caused the police to think Aiken had winged 
a burglar, who had been carried off by com- 
panions. 

Since the shooting notes ffStened to bricks 
and sticks, and one even rolled around a bul- 
let, have been thrown into the house in 
which Aiken lives. In all the young man’s 
life was“threatened. These missives were 
shown to Lieutenant O’Brien by Aiken and 
his mother. 

The note which first set the police by the 
ears is as follows, and Aiken says he found 
it where the wounded burglar dropped his 
riddled hat and the dark lantern and plun- 
der: 

Ben: After you get through tonight come to 
my house. The skates will never get you there. 
Maggie’ will come too. JENNIE. 

The police went to work on the case, but 
the notes threatening death flew thick and 
fast through the windows of the Aiken 
house. 

The blue coats learned young Aiken had 
been doing more or less pen work in the 
carpenter shop of John D. Andrews, in the 
year of 49 Twenty-sixth street. 
there was examined and a jewéler with a 
magnifying glass is said to have found sev- 
eral sentences contained In the threatening 
notes traced upon the blotting pad. 

Peter Carter, a coachman, 43 Twenty- 
sixth street, declares he witnessed the 
shooting and that the young man shot in 
John Cavanaugh says he was in 
the alley and did not see a burglar or any- 
body else make his escape. 

When these discoveries were made Lieu- 
tenant O’Brien took his men off the case.

Police Hold William Sparkler on Sus- 
picion of Killing William Santry 
—Robert Strapling Confesses. 


William Santry, 313 West Jackson boule- 
vard, 43 years old, a bricklayer, died at 7:w 
o’clock last night at his home under clir- 
cumstances which led the police and his 
family to believe death was due to ail as- 
sault made on him on Sunday evening in 
front of Bricklayers’ Hall, Peoria and West 
Monroe streets. 

‘rhe police also thought the alleged fatal 
assault involved a case of mistaken identity, 
and, acting on this theory, they arrested 
William Sparkler, colored, at 101 South 
Peoria street, and locked him up at the 
Desplaines Street Station on suspicion of 
having assaulted Santry by mistake, taking 
him for one Murphy, with whom, the detec- 
tives asserted, Sparkler had quarfreied. 
Sparkler insisted he was innocent. 

A little before midnight Robert Strapling, 
colored, 242 West Monroe street, walked 
into the Harrison Street Police Station and 
asked if they had a warrant for him for 
striking Santry on Sunday night in front 
of Bricklayers’ Hall. 

He said Santry insulted his 
mother-in-law and he knocked him down. 

Strapling did not know that Santry was 
dead or that Sparkler had been accused of 
his death, and the police did not inform him, 
but locked him up to investigate his story. , 


WATER FAMINE IN LAKE VIEW. 


Two Hundred Families Deprived of the 
Yluid Without Warning — Heat 
Death and Prostrations. 


The residents of that part of Lake View 
bounded on the north by Wellington avenue, 
on the south by Oakdale avenue, on the 
east by Evanston avenue, and the west by 
Halsted street, were without water yester- 
day from 1l a.m. to5:30 p.m. No warning 
of the intended ‘“‘ cut off’ was given. The 
first intimation the residents had was when 
the faucets were found to be dry.

Statistics Against Wheat Prices. 


The world’s shipments were heavy at 
9,190,000 bu, against 9,812,000 bu the previous 
week and 7,319,000 bu the same week last 
year. The American visible supply increased 
949,000 bu, which was about as expected. 
The quantity of wheat on passage increased 
2,000,000 bu, but Liverpool warehouse stocks 
decreased 113,000 bu, and the English visible 
decreased 520,000 bu. Clearances were 
equivalent to 352,000 bu, against 1,852,000 
bu received at all primary points. Possibly 
the most significant thing in the statistics 
offered was the statement that India had 
shipped 72,000 bu during the week. One ca- 
ble was exhibited’ stating that there is ap- 
prehension abroad regarding the Argentine 
crop on account of locusts. But little at- 
tention was paid to this, however, and re- 
cent mail advices have been to the effect 
that the Argentine prospects are most favor- 
able. The lack of export demand has de- 

veloped considerable bearish feeling locally 
among people whose opinions are shaped 
largely by conditions of démand and sup- 
ply. The Northwest had 1,103 cars, against 
1,502 the same week last year. The North- 
western offerings of wheat to this market 
are increasing, although the in- 
creased offerings are largely of thin wheat 
Local receipts were 
considerably over the estimate, at 558 cars, 
of which about 10 per cent was contract 
grain. This movement is much larg- 
er than for the same day last 
year. The elevator men report larger of- 
ferings in the country. An incident in the 
speculative market was the narrowing of 
the difference between December and May. 
The discount on May was lic during the lat- 
ter part of last week, but at the close last 
night had been cut downto Ke. Theclosing 
quotations for September, December, and 
May showed a difference of only Ke be- 
tween May and December and 4c between 
May and September. 

Provisions opened easy on a continuation 
of the yellow fever scare. The private ad- 
vices of the packers, however, do not tally 
with the press dispatches, and a number of 
the packing concerns report an unusually 
good cash trade in the South. On a weak 
opening shorts bought freely and the sup- 
port given by them and by the packers closed 
the market at the best prices of the day and 
at an advance of about l0callardund. Lard 
was perhaps the strongest article on the 
list. The Cudahy Packing company bought 
freely, and there was considerable buying 
From appearances the 
yellow fever reports were used to advan- 
tage on Saturday to facilitate shaking out 
an extensive New York interest in lard. 
Receipts of hogs at the seven principal mar- 
kets were 8,700 less than a year ago. The 
export statement for last week showed an 
excess in everything as compared with the 
corresponding week last year. The most 
important item was the clearance of 31,804 
boxes of meats, against 16,605 a year ago. 
Clearances of lard were 10,824,000 Ibs, 
against 8,711,000 lbs. Exports of pork were 
4,270 bris, against 3,125 bris a year ago. 


Corn Easy on Wheat. 


Corn was a comparatively lively market, 
the buying and selling being about evenly 
divided among the large houses. The open- 
ing was weak, 4@\\c off from Saturday's 
closing. Trading was larger than the av- 
erage. Phillips, Weare, Bartlett-Frazier, 
and Schwartz-Dupee sold freely, while 
Champlin, Congdon, Updike, and Friedman 
were large buyers. The market rallied 
somewhat during the day, despite reports 
of light rains in some parts of the Western 
belt. The weather, as a rule, remains hot 
and dry. Reports from Iowa were on the 
board claiming the crop has not been hurt 
as much as commonly stated. During the 
session a good deal of covering and liquida- 
tion by longs was reported. Receipts were 
liberal. The general tone of the market 
was weak, and September sold off at the 
close 4c as compared with the close on 
Saturday.

IRON MARKET IS FIRM, WITH A GOOD 
DEMAND. 


Large Orders for Round Lots of Struc- 
tural Iron Are Placed—Quotations 
on Southern Irons Have Advanced 
50 Cents a Ton from Bottom Prices— 
All the Items in the List Are Strong 
with Tendency Toward Higher 
Prices—Local Quotations. 


The largest business In the local iron mar- 
ket during the last week was in structural 
material. A number of orders for round lots 
were taken and much other new business 
has come up. The Santa Fé road has made 
inquiries for 12,000 tons of material for 
bridge work, and it is expected this order 
will be placed at an early date. Car workin 
this territory received some impertant or- 
cers during the week. 

All the items in the iron hst are strohg 
with a tendency toward still higher prices 
Sales are large and the demand continues 
on the increase. Mills and furnaces are be. 
coming so well filled with orders that they 
are not taking any more, excepting those 
which are satisfactory in every respect. The 
leading local interest has tuken a heavy: 
tonnage in recent weeks and has its mills 
and furnaces well supplied with order: for 
the rest ofthe year. Its quotations, particu- 
larly on steel products, are above the gen- 
eral market, which shows a2 tendency to 
reach the same basis. 

The pig iron business was heavy last week 
with the local furnaces. Orders.were placed 
ranging in size from 2,000 tons downward. 
As a result of the large demand it !s ex- 
pected more large orders will be placec this 
week. Prices remain firm. One of the local 
furnaces has refused to sell, excepting ata 
20 per cent advance over the prices quotcd 
below. 

Quotations on Southern iron have been 
advanced 50c a ton from the bottom, and 
conservative dealers believe .this is not too 
much of an increase in the face of the pres- 
ent demand. Northern makers are follow- 
‘ing this lead with a stiffening of prices in 
sympathy with Southern iron and asa result 
of the existing demand. Buying of pig iron 
is growing every week in volume, and indi- 
cations are that this condition of affairs will 
continue. The market is gradually widen- 
ing, even the jobbing foundries showing a 
tendency. to buy more freely. They nave 
been relatively the smallest purchasers, but 
are increasing their orders. All classes of 
foundries report a better condition of affairs 
and a prospect of still greater improvement. 

Car works are liberal buyers of iron and 
steel bars. A number of round lots were 
bought last week and further orders are 
expected of suffic.ent size to maintain the market 
in the present healthy condition. The market 
continues firin.

EUROPE COMPELLED TO BUY OF THE

Statistician Hyde of the Agricultural 


Department Issues an Official State- 
ment Relatiye to the Crop Shortage 
Abroad—India Cannot Export Wheat 
Argentina May Have a Small Sur- 
plus After Next January—Drought 
Broken in Australia. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 13.—The followe- 
ing, relating to the wheat situation, is an 
extract from the complete monthly report 
of John Hyde, the statistician of the Agri- 
cultural department, which will be issued 
tomorrow: 

High prices for wheat have for several 
weeks past been bringing out supplies quite 
freely and increased supplies have in turn 
reacted upon prices, causing some decline 
from the highest figures of August. The 
general tenor of the information gleaned 
from all available sources is not, however, 
of a character to warrant the expectation 
or the fear, according as the matter’ ts re- 
garded from the consumer's or the pro- 
ducer’s point of view, of any material cheap- 
ening of wheat until another crop is in sight 
with a prospect of ampler stocks. 

With an annual average European prod- 
uct of over 1,428,000,000 bushels during the 
six years from 18%1 to 1806, inclusive, we ex- 
ported an average of 166,373,872 bushels au 
year. This year the European crop, accord- 
ing to Bromhall’s Corn Trade News, will. in 
round numbers, amount to 1,329,000,000 Win- 
chester bushels, or 907000,000 bushels less 
than the average of the six years in ques- 
tion. If we make the comparison with tha 
figures given by Beerbohm for 1897, the 
deficiency in the European crop is still 
greater, the figures in millions of bushels 
being: Average for 1891-1896, 1,428; crop of 
1897, 1,315; difference, M3. 


Europe’s Great Deficit. 


That is, according to Beerbohm's estimate 
of this year’s crop, there is a defictency of 
113,000,000 bushels in European countries 
as compared with their average products 
for the six years—1891-1896—an average 
which includes the exceptionally small crop 
of 1891. To make up the deficiency Uttle 
help is to be expected from India, Argentina, 
or Australia formonthsto come, and in so far 
as Europe will have to import a larger quan- 
tity than usual, she will have to draw it 
mainly from North America, and especially 
from the United States, the Canadian con- 
tribution being relatively small. Official re- 
turns from Ontario and Manitoba give me 
— two provinces an aggregate of 51,042, 

33 bushels. 

"Tt the Argentine crop shall escape the ray- 
ages of locusts it seems likely to turn out 
unusually well, and from January, 1808, 
when the bulk of the harvest will be got in. 
in Argentina, that country may have more 
or less wheat to export, as the latest mail 
advices represent the crop as being In fine 
condition and the weather highly favorable. 
There are, however, many chanées of serious 
damage the next three or four months. 

The latest accounts from Australia indi- 
eate that the drought from which that coun- 
try has suffered for the last two of three 
seasons has been broken and that the wheat 
crop is giving good promise throughout most 
of the Australian colonies; but the area was 
narrowed by drought at seeding time, and, 
as stocks must be low, it is not likely that 
even with a full yleld the crop will be one 
out of which any great amount can be spared 
for exportation. The present high prices 
would ordinarily tend to encourage the sow- 
ing of an increased breadth in India, should 
the weather be favorable this fall; but any 
inclination on the part of the poorer cul- 
tivators to take advantage of such favorable

But, leaving out of view the fact that the 
burden of supply for Europe wilffall more 
largely than usual upon the United States, 
it is evident that there would, in any case, 
be a demand for a larger surplus than is to 
be expected out of this yearscrop.

‘92,000,000 bushels, figured out by Broomhall, 
we get a total of 265,373,872 bushels, and in 
so far as.we fall short of supplying that 
quantity Europe, as compared with an av- 
erage year, must suffer a scarcity fn her 
bread supply, except In so far as she can 
avert it by drawing on the stocks that may 
remain out of previous crops. 

The world’s reserves have, however, been 
reduced in consequente of the short wheat 

. crop of last year, and a deficiency in some of 
the other important food crops will not tend 

to relieve the tension of the wheat market.

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NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


CRISIS IN THE EAST-BOUND FREIGHT 
SITUATION. 


Balk of the Business from Chicago Is 
Carried by a Few Lines, and the 
Others Are Inclined to Make Tros- 
ble—Meeting to Be Held Today ito 
Consider the Matter and Devise a 
Remedy — Shipments of the Last 
Week Show a Decrease. 


Eastbound roads from Chicago have not 
been struck as yet by the wave of prosperity. 
Reports circulated last week that these 
roads were seriously suffering from a short- 
age of cars evidently emanated from stock 
jobbing circles, as any one of the ten east- 
bound roads from Chicago has equipment 
enough to carry the total amount of freight 
taken out of this city last week by all the 
roads combined. 

Eastbound through shipments last week 
by the all-rail lines from Chicago showed a 
decrease of nearly 9,000 tons from those for 
the week previous. 

The situation is still more aggravated by 
the fact that the shipments are unevenly dis- 
tributed. For several weeks a few roads 
have been carrying the bulk of the business. 
Those which have failed to secure a fair pro- 
portion are inclined to think their com- 
petitors have used unfair means. This 
creates the danger of a general break In 
rates. So unsatisfactory has the situation be- 
come that a meeting of the General Freight 
Agents of the Chicago eastbound roads will 
be held in the offices of the Central’Freigh*. 
association today, with a view to discov- 
ering the methods whereby a few of the 
roads have managed to secure the bulk of 
the eastbound traffic. 

Total shipments by lake lines from Chica- 
go to the East last week amounted to 193.,- 
050 tons, against 217,043 tons for the week 
previous. The slight decrease was due to 
lack of vessel room. 

Total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions from Chicago through to seaport 
points and for export by the ten eastbound 
roads last week amounted to 44,563 tons, 
against 53,202 tons for-the week previous, 
and 30,604 tons for the corresponding week 
last year. Flour shipments last week were 
2,850 tons, against 3,110 tons ‘ast year; 
grain, 31,471; tons, against 24,501 tons; pro- 
visions, 10,242 tons, against 12,083 tons.

McCordic, E. B. Burling, and A. Binswan- 
ger were heard in behalf of taxpayers who 
claim an unjust burden has been imposed 
upon them in that their assessments are 
higher than they should be. 

Major Tolman’s remarks smacked some- 
what of sensationalism and aroused consid- 
erable enthusiasm. Said he: 

“The assessments in the South Town 
have not been made by the Assessor there 
with any regard to the sacredness of his 
oath, but solely with reference to the 
amount of boodle there was in the office for 
him. We know it and knowing that such 
a condition of things exists is there any 
wonder men tremble with fear that they 
are going to be plundered and robbed to 
enrich a few scoundrels? When the As- 
sessor is able to say, ‘ Pay tribute to me or 
your taxes will be as heavy as I can make 
them,’ is it not time something should be 
done to bring about a change?”’ 

Finance Committee Reports. 

‘The Finance committee presented a state- 
ment of the situation. 
complaints were so numerous and the num- 
ber of pieces of property to be investigated 
se great it has been impossible to make per- 
sonal examination in all of them, and rec- 
ommended that the complaints be placed 
on file without prejudice to complainants’ 
appeals to the courts. 

Speaking of the banks, the report says in 
part: 

It seems strange that some of the State banks 
who are peculiarly indebted to the State for priv- 
ileges should be unwilling to accede to a plan for 
assessing formally at the same rate of assess- 
ment. Their unwillingness might lead to the sus- 
picion that their published statements are not 
what they purport to be. 


We believe a radical change in our law is neces-_ 


sary. It is absurd to expect an assessment in this 
city can be properly made in two months. It is 
folly for the board to expect to be able to properiy 
examine the volume of complaints which. have 
been poured in this year. An avalanche of com- 
plaints is sure to come next year unless there is a 
We therefore beg to say that in our 
judgment this board shouid lend whatever in- 
fluence it may have to induce Governor Tanner to 
call a special session of the Legislature for the 
purpose of enacting a revenue law adequate for 
the recessities for this county as well as for other 
counties in the State. 

Action on the recommendations of the 
commission was postponed to next Monday. 

Mr. Holbrook not only charged the Agses- 
sors of levying blackmail, but exclaimed: 

** I have a black book filled with the names 
of men who have confessed their crovuked- 
ness in fixing their taxes. That ide is of no 
use to this board, but it may be of use to 
another body—the grand jury. I aiso have 
the names of men who /ixed the assessments 
of two banks.’’ 


President Healy’s Communication. 


President Healy’s comunication was read. 
He said in part: 

Unparalleled in the history of Chicago are the 
conditions that have resulted in the report of the 
Finance committee relative to the compiaints 
against certain valuations returned by tie As- 
sessors for 1897. Our system of taxation under 
township organization has been, beyond a shadow 
of a doubt, proven before the community nothing 
more than a convenient sandbag for any official 
who has had the desire to use it. Unchecked 
through inadequate laws, certain of those men— 
whose presence in the office of Assessor was oc- 
casioned by the fatuous, misdirected, misguided, 
but sincere protests of the people against cond!- 
tions instead of measures—those men have strained 
beyond further endurance the submission of a long 
suffering public to further acts of oppression and 
corruption. The citizens of Chicago have been 
chained to the rack and their property filched from 
them by dishonest applications of impotent laws 
until patience has ceased to be a virtue. 

It is generally conceded that it is a physical im- 
possibility’ to assess the property in Chicago he- 
tween May land July 1. That fact admits of no 
argument. The Assessors themselves make no at- 
tempt to do it. Very often no field books whatever 
are gent out, and to substantiate this statement, I 
have it on the best authority that south of Twelfth 
street not a piece of property in the South Town 
was viewed this year. All the Assessors do is to 
take the books cof last year and copy from them new 
books. Irdividuals, whose possessions mark them 
for slaughter, are then selected for the purpose of 
robbery and sandbagging. ** Tax-adjusters,’’ 
*‘agents,’" or ‘ brokers,’’ as they style them- 
selves, but ‘* road-agents,’’ *‘ middlemen,’’ “* graf- 
ters,’’ and ‘* go-betweens,’’ as they are in reality, 
are turned loose upon the public. Those who sub- 
mit or seek their aid, pay for it at the rate of one- 
half of tho ‘‘ saving ’’ effected. This sum the As- 
sessor and his janizary divide. 

In short, the whole system is nothing more or 
less than a gigantic legalized swindle, reeking in 
corruption, a harbor for ‘‘ grafters,’’ petty 
** thieves ’’ and ‘* sharks,’ and an enormous un- 
necessary and galling burden on the taxpayers, the 
expense cf which has no justification in reason and 
should have none in law. 

What Chicago needs is a revision of its revenue 
laws, so that under the new system, the following 
prime reforms will be established: 

First—The abolition of township organization 
within the city imits of Chicago. 

Second—The establishment of a Commission of 
Assessors, three in number, who shall be given 
terns sulficiently long to enable them to become 
thoroughiy familiar with their duties, and who 
shall be elected at large, one at least every two 
years. é 

Third—The establishment of an office for said 
commission, the books of which shall be open to 
the public the vear around. 

Fourth—A basis for assessing property upon

ORR PAINTS ROSY HOPES. 


PROPHESIES ILLINOIS SURE TO THE 
DEMOCRATS NEXT YEAR. 


Makes Pleasant Predictions to the 
State Executive Committee at the 
Tremont, While the Members Con- 
sider Raising Funds to Pay Off 
Clamoreus Campaign Creditors— 
Anti-Fusion Law and Test of Its 
Constitutionality Discussed. 


** Despite the fact that farmers are getting 
a high price for their wheat, that the corn 
crop is big, and good times have come again 
the Democratic party is sure to win in this 
State next year.”

Discuss Anti-Fusion Law. 

Most of the session, however, according 
to Secretary A. C. Bentley, was devoted to 
a discussion of the question whether the 
executive body should enter into a fight 
against the anti-fusion law, and get a case 
before the Supreme Court to test its consti- 
tutionality.

It it is found necessary to fight non-union com- 
panies through a reduction in rates, the reduction 
will be made local, with the idea of inflicting as 
much damage as possible without the waste of too 
much ammunition. It might be found desirable to 
reduce rates in certain localities where non-union 
companies are strongest, and on classes of busi- 


| ness in v-hich there is the greatest profit.” 


‘** We who are outside of the fold have not been 
informed as to just how we are to be quietly dis- 
posed of,’’ said the manager of one of the big non- 
union companies yesterday. ‘‘It may be by 
electrocution, by hanging, or we may be gar- 
roted. There is one thing the union companies 
would do well to remember, however. While we 
are rot strong numerieally there is included in 
the list of outside companies corporations which 
have ample capital and big surplus reserves. If 
the union companies attempt to injure our busi- 
ness by reducing rates in those sections where we 


. get the most of our business, we will try some 


offensive tactics also. There is no reason why 
we should not reduce rates in some locaiities where 
union companies are strongest. It seems to me 
the unfon companies will be giving us ammuni- 
tion when they start to reducing rates for the 
purpose of killing us. 

‘* Personally I have a good deal of faith In the 
fairness of the public at large, and if the people 
become convinced there is a giant trust in in- 
surance that is reducing rates to kill off compe- 
tition I am of the opinion aid and con:fort wlll be 
extended to the fighting companies. There is one 
thing that should not be overlooked. A union 
company will lose as much money in a reduction 
in rates as a non-union company, and the fact that 
it belongs to the union will not repair the hole in 
its reserve which must come as the result of any 
hard fight in which rates are reduced.”’

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BREAKS THE TRUST 


Chicago Men Demolish the 
Buffalo Elevator Pool. 


CHANCE TO LOWER RATES. 


Competition Comes After a Hard 
Fought Battle. 


BOON TO LAKE SHIPOW NERS. 


Buffalo, N. Y., Sept. 13.—It was announced 
this afternoon that the Western Elevator 
association, the big elevator pool, which has 
withstood all attacks for many years and 
was known as one of the most successful 
combinations in the country, would break 
up at the end of the present season. The 
dissolution of the pool was brought about 
by competition, the very thing it was or- 
ganized to guard against. So many outside 
elevators have started up in the city that 
the business of the pool was seriously inter- 
fered with. This led to hints of the with- 
drawal of some of the members and it was 
agreed that the wisest thing would be to 
discontinue the organization. _ 

Secretary Cook of the poo! said this after- 
noon that the report was true, and that the 
end of the season would witness the end of 
the pool. He also added that there was a 
possibility of the breaking up coming before 
the close of navigation. Members of the 
trade are divided over this, however. Some 
think it would be foolish to break up the 
association now, when there is so much busi- 
ness for the elevators. Kut all are agreed 
that the encroachment of the Ryan, Ray- 
mond, and Export, especially the last, has 
been serious. In addition the new Northern 
elevator, larger than all the rest of the op- 
position together, will be put in opera- 
tion, and also the Electric. All of these 
houses have refused to join the pool, and the 
Ryan and Raymond are at work at half 
rates. Almost any development is to be ex- 
pected this fall. 


End of a Big Trust. 


The end of the elevator association is the 
end of one of the most successful and at 
the same time hardest fought trusts in the 
country. It was formed to control all the 
elevating business of the port of Buffalo, 
which handles nearly all the grain carried 
on lake vessels. All houses, big and little, 
excepting a few canal and floating elevators, 
were taken into the,pool and those which it 
was found unprofitable to operate were 
closed. The charges for handling grain, 
which were borne by the vessels, were fixed 
at a high figure, and there was no redress 
and no competition. Elevators not in the 
combine were frozen out of the field. 

The earnings of the elevators in opera- 
tion were so large that the little ones, which 
were kept closed, were able to pay more 
dividends on the investment than they 
could by running. ‘ 

Many determined efforts were made to 
break up the trust. The Legislature of the 
State of New York had a hand at it, but 
was unsuccessful. Last spring the Lake 
Carriers’ association forced a slight reduc- 
tion in charges, but it amounted to little. 


Broken by Chicago Men. 

The worst blow delivered the pool was the 
erection of the Export elevator by Bartlett, 
Frazier & Co. of Chicago, which is man- 
aged by Armour & Co. By shipping their 
own grain to their own elevator here, these 
firms were enabled to do a large amount of 
the grain business, and thus developed a 
strong opposition to the pool from the start. 
The new house made Jarge earnings, and 
steadfastly refused to join the pool. 

The Northern steel elevator has been in 
process of construction all summer and will 
be ready soon for the fall trade. This will 
be another strong competitor to the pool, 
and with so much business taken away from 
it the large houses were ‘unable to con- 
tinue the arrangement with the smaller 
ones, 

The charges for elevating grain at Buffalo 
are borne by the vessel, and the dissolution 
of the pool will be a great boon to the ship- 
owners. With open competition a great re- 
duction in rates will be the natural outcome, 
which will result in smaller expenses for 
the vessels. 


MYSTERY OF THE ADAMS CASE. 


Murderer of the Burlington Railway 
Surgeon So Far Eludes 
Detection. 


Henderson, Ky., Sept. 13.—[Special.]—By a 
Knight Templar’s charm Dr. A. E. Adams of 
Hot Springs, 8S. D., wore on his watch charm 
on the night he was murdered the police hope 
to run down the man who committed the 
crime. This charm was a particularly hand- 
some one. It was of heavy gold, fashioned 
in the shape of a maltese cross, with the 
emblems of the order worked in cameo or 
its face. Dr. Adams wore this charm when 
he left his home in Hot Springs. None of 
the railroad conductors with whom § he 
traveled remembers to have seen it, but Inas- 
much as Dr. Adams is known to have been 
in full possession of his senses until shortly 
before his train reached Evansville, the po- 
lice suppose that he retained possession of 
his charm, watch, and money until then. 
After that time there is a space of half an 
hour that has not been filled. This was 
when the coach in which Dr. Adams was

attempt to pawn a charm of the kind de- 
scribed he will at once be apprehended. 

It is understood that the L. and N. rail- 
road will offer a reward of $1,000 for the ap- 
prehension of Dr. Adams’ murderers. This 
sum will be supplemented by $500 to be of- 
fered by the Masonic Lodge of Hot Springs 
and $500 by the Burlington system.

McKinley returned to Washington this after- 
noon trom Somerset, Pa. Attorney General 
McKenna accompanied the President and 
Mrs. McKinley, and the only other members 
of the party were Miss Endsley and Ex- 
ecutive Clerk George B. Cortelyou. 

Somerset, Pa., Sept. 13.—A great many peo- 
ple gathered around the Endsley residence 
this morning to bid the President good-by, 
as he decided last night to leave here about 
10 o'clock this morning, At that time the 
President and Mrs. McKinley came down the 
steps leading from the porch and entered a 
carriage.

The Engineering committee of the Drain- 
age board yesterday promised a committee 
of residents of the Sixth and Twenty-ninth 
Wards it would, within sixty days, formu- 
late plans for the emptying of 40,000 cubic 
feet of water a minute from the lake into 
the South Branch of the river at Thirty- 
ninth and Halsted streets. 

_ If this promise is kept and the work done 
it means an end to all negotiations with the 
city for a union of plans and money in the 
building of the intercepting sewers designed 
by the city, the plan advocated by Mayor 
* Harrison some time ago. 

It also means so much less water sent 
through the main river and consequently 
less work in the deepening and widening of 
that stream, as the drainage trustees pro- 
pose to count the 40,000-cubic feet put in at 
Halsted and Thirty-ninth streets in the 
300,000 cubic feet a minute required to be 
sent through the Drainage Canal by the act 

roviding for it. 
wey to way the thing is looked at it would 
seem as if there was bound to be considerable 
opposition to this, their latest scheme. 


Comes Before the Committee. 

The matter came up in the Engineering 
committee through the complaint of the 
Sixth and Twenty-nipth Ward people, 
headed by Aldermen O’Brien and Martin, 
that the South Branch, as it exists at pres- 
ent, is in a filthy and objectionable condi- 
tion. As to the truth of this complaint there 
does not seem to be any difference of opin- 
fon anywhere, every one acknowledging 
matters could not well be any worse thau 
they are. What the representative from 
Bridgeport asked was that something be 
done to relieve them, they asserting they 
could not stand the present foul condition of 
the branch and its accompanying stenches 
much longer... 

Chairman Wenter of the committee re- 
plied that the trustees could not well do 
anything for the river until they had prac- 
tically finished the work on the main canal, 
and it would be a year before they could do 
this. By that time, however, all the con- 
tracts for the main work, including the 
bridges, would have been let; the assess- 
ments. would all have been made and rati- 
fied, so the board would know how much 
money it would have to work with, and then 
it could get to work on improving the con- 
dition of the river as its visitors requested. 


Committee Takes Action. 


e committee passed a resolution, which 
will be submitted to the board meeting to- 
morrow, providing that within sixty days 
the board formulate plans for the improve- 

ment of both the South and North Branches. 
» The work, of course, is hot to be done within 

a year. 

Speaking of the form these plans will take, 
President Kelly of the Board said to a re- 
porter for Tum TRIBUNE, after the commit- 
tee meeting:

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FAIL TO FIX UP STRIKE. 


SCHOOL BOARD AND LABOR REPRE- 
SENTATIVES STILL AT ODDS. 


Centractors Are Present at the Meet- 
ing of the Joint Committee and Are 
Called On for Their Views of the 
Controversy — President Cruise of 
the Carpenters Hints They Were 
Selected as Union Enemies — Pro- 
ceedings of the Session, 


The three hours’ conference between the 
special committee of the Board of Education 
and the representatives of the Building 
Trades Council, which adjourned at 6 o’clock 
last night to meet again at 4 o’clock on 
Wednesday afternoon, failed to advance the 
strike on the public school buildings toward 
a settlement. Mr. Pettibone for the board 
renewed the offer of a clause compelling 
contractors to pay union wage scales. The 
council representatives rejected the offer 
as before. The next session of the joint 
committee will be executive. 

The School Board was represented by 
Messrs. Gallagher, Pettibone, Keating, Har- 
ris, and Mark; the unions by F. M. Ryan, 
Building and Structural Iron Workers; Tim- 
othy Cruise, Carpenters’ District Council; 
A. Vaughan, Painters’ District Council; J. 
A. Long, Gasfitters, all representing the 
Board of Business Agents of the Building 
Trades Councll. 

In addition to the two committees, a dele- 
gation of contractors was present and, in- 
stead of either of the committees making a 
proposition to the other, Chairman Thomas 
J. Gallagher of the School Board’s commit- 
tee invited the contractors and the union 
men to present their respective sides of the 
controversy. Clayton Mark offered a sug- 
gestion, which was adopted by Mr. Galla- 
gher, that the contractors be heard first. 

President Cruise’s Comment. 

President Timothy Cruise of the Carpen- 
ters’ Council broadly hinted tM contractors 
who were invited to be present were select- 
ed on account of their enmity to the cause 
of union labor. 

“If we had known contractors were to be 
present we believe we could have found a 
large number who have found the employ- 
ment of union labor profitable and satis- 
factory,’ he said. ‘‘ The contractors who 
have been invited appear to be for the most 
part men who have been nursing some sort 
of a grudge. They are the men who have 
signed a protest against the’ adoption of 
the union clause, using stationery of the 
Builders and Traders’ Exchange to give 
weight to their protest, when they do not 
belong to that organization.” 

Before adjournment it was agreed by the 
two committeeS that the contractors are 
not to take part in the next meeting. 


Opinions of Employers. 

Contractor Kirk of the Kirk Cornice com- 
pany said it was unjust for the unions to 
stop his work when he employs none but 
union labor. He did not think the employ- 
ment of union labor assures better work. 

James A. Miller, sheet metal contractor, 
has no school work; but agreed with Kirk’s 
estimate of union abor. 

Cc. W. Randolph said it would be wrong to 
adopt the union clause and prevent him, 
with his non-union employés, from compet- 
ing for board contracts. 

“They are men of families, and I would 
not like to discharge them,’’ he said. ‘I 
pay them what they are worth, regardless 
of the scale. Some of them cannot do a full 
day’s work, but they have a right to make 
a living. If they wanted to join the union 
they could do so. I would not discharge 
them.” 

In answer to a question as to what per- 
centage of roofing contracts Randolph has 
been securing, Architect Patton answered, 
after investigation, that of ninety-one con- 
tracts since 1892, thirteen were awarded to 
Randolph. 

Carpenter Contractor George Olsen has 
had no school work since April. He employs 
union men, but asserted the union had failed 
to carry out its agreement. 

As to Strike Notices. 


Contractor Stafford, who has a school con- 
tract, said he could not get along without 
union labor. He charged the union men 
violated their agreement by striking without 
due notice. Mr. Cruise showed from the 
printéd agreement that no notice was re- 
quired in case of a sympathetic strike. 

J. G. McCarthy said: 

*I employ none but union men and pay 
the union scale, and I can compete with any 
one. We do not pose as philanthropists. 
We employ union men simply because we 
can make money by doing so. It is no more 
class legislation to specify good, standard 
labor than to specify good, standard mate- 
rials, and I have had contracts to fill in 
which the lead of the white lead trust was 
required.”’ 

Painter Contractor Galvin thought it was 
unjust for the board to compel union em- 
ployers to compete with men who paid less 
than the union scale. 

Ryan Sceres Randolph. 

F. M. Ryan said of C. W. Randolph: 

**He talks of his men having families. 
That is why he employs them. He knows 
he can prey on their necéssities. If they 
joined the union he would discharge them. 
He refused to give them any assurance he 
would not’do so when thé plain question 
was put to him. Organization is our only 
means of maintaining a living wage scale, 
and we cannot accept a clause requiring Me 
union scale, though not union labor, for the 
reason that our men will not and cannot 
consent to work side by side with non- 
union mea.” 

Mr. Gallagher called attention to the 
opinion of Attorney Morrill holding the 
union clause illegal. The union men said 
they had the opinion of Samuel P. McConnell 
holding it legal and valid.

Over 10,000 Persons Throng 
the Spacious Building. 


OPEN THREE DAYS MORE. 


Mr. Hild Wants to Have Labor- 
ing Classes on Sunday. 


INCIDENTS OF FIRST DAY. 


More than 10,000 persons viewed the new 
Library Building, at Washington street and 
Michigan avenue, yesterday, when it was 
opened for public inspection for the first 
time. Librarian Hild is trying to persuade 
the Board of Directors to allow the laboring 
classes to see the new temple of literature 
on Sunday. 

As early as half past 8 a little bunch of 
people waited at the Washington street en- 
trance for the doors to swing open. Old 
Anton Hautinger, one of the most ‘regular 
visitors to the reading-room, arrived at 7 
o'clock, and waited at the main entrance 
until 10 o'clock, standing close against the 
outer doors, that he might be the first to 
enter the place. 

First to Enter. 

When the great front doors swung open 
he sprang in, and with a shout marched 
triumphantly up the broad Carrara marble 
stairway. 

Men, women, and children.of all .classes 
and conditions of life were there. The 
“‘shabby-genteel’’ reading-room chairwarm- 
er turned about to select a comfortable cor- 
ner. The serious student reveled fn the ad- 
vantages which have been provided; busi- 
ness-men discussed the newspaper files and 
magazine racks, and every one must needs 
sit in the comfortable oak chairs if only for 
a moment to see if they were easy. 


Hundreds Crowd In at Noon. 


At the noon hour alone fully 1,500 young 
clerks and girls employed in the large de- 
partment stores in the neighborhood flocked 
in. Some of them brought their lunches, 
others took a quick glance at each of the 
many attractions, and then darted away to 
eat before the hour was up. 

Wondering, wide-eyed little ones wanted 
to know what this and that were for. Pry- 
ing old men nosed into drawers and peered 
over their eye-glasses at the most modern 
improvements. 

The building was remarkable for its free- 
dom from dust and dirt, and so watchful 
were James Linehan and his assistants that 
no tobacco or like stains were found upon 
the floors. 

When, at 4o0’clock, Mr. Hild gave the order 
to the twelve policemen on duty to: clear 
the building, scores of visitors had to be al- 
most forcibly put out, while many others 
clamored for admittance. These gave up 
good-humoredly when they were informed 
that they might return today. 


Everybody Good-Natured. 


Altogether it was a happy, good-natured, 
characteristic, democratic Chicago crowd. 
No one was angry because the day w:s hot. ° 
No one was cross over the lack of drinking 
water, and no one seemed provoked ut the 
absence of pages to show them about. The 
people seemed to realize that no matter how 
long it took to complete the building, it was 
nearly impossible to have the opening per- 
fect in detail. 

The exact number of persons who visited 
the building was 10,105, and it is safe to say 
nearly one-third of these carried with them 
copies of THE TRIBUNE of Saturday, in which 
a detailed deseriptive story. of the new 
Library Building was printed. This they 
used as a guide book. 

The building will not be so warm today, as 
the ventilating pipes and the air-pumping 
machines will be in working order. 

Today, tomorrow, and Thursday the Quild- 
ing will be open to visitors between the 
hours of 10a. m.and4p.m. Then for three 
weeks the doors will be closed while the 
work of transferring the books is in progress. 


WANT SHARE GREGORY MILLION 


Two Kansas City Relatives May Con- 
test Fortune with Miss 
Martha Clybourn. 


Two Kansas City men, John 8. Gregory, 
Fifth and Harrison streets, and his son, 
Frank 8. Gregory, 1126 Independence ave- 
nue, are relatives of Allen Gregory, the 
millionaire “‘ founder of the Chicago Stock-
